High Court Faces Religious Issues * Baptists Deal with Touchy Problems 


SUPREME COURT TO TAKE UP RELIGIOUS CASES 


In the wake of an election year when the church and state issue demanded 
much of the public’s attention, the Supreme Court of the United States finds 
itself facing a barrage of cases in which religion plays a prominent part. 

At least 26 of the 450 cases of the current docket of the Supreme Court 
have some’ bearing on religion. Among these are: the reading of the Bible 
in public schools; “blue laws” prohibiting business and commercial activities 
on Sunday; laws requiring the observance of religious holidays, such as 
Christmas and Easter, in public schools; distribution of information con- 
cerning contraceptives; and the case of a man in Maryland who has been 
denied the right to serve as a notary public because he is a declared atheist. 

In one unusual case, the Hutterites—a religious group believing in com- 
munal living and common ownership of worldly possessions—have appealed 
a ruling of the Montana courts that their organization should be taxed as a 
corporation, on the ground that their possessions represent religious property.

John F. Kennedy, and in doing so sev- 
eral reminded him of his campaign 
promises to honor separation of 
church and state. 

The dancing issue in Virginia was 
referred to a large committee, includ- 
ing representatives of Baptist colleges 
in the state. South Carolina Baptists 
voted by a narrow margin that Fur- 
man University might keep its social 
fraternities. 

Tennessee refused three times to act 
directly on admitting Negroes to its 
colleges and hospitals, none of which 
admits them as students or patients. 
It left the individual decision up to the 
trustees. North Carolina did the same 
with regard to its schools. But in 
Kentucky, Baptist hospitals were in- 
structed to admit patients without 
regard to race. 

Tennessee also left up to hospital 
trustees the touchy question of 
whether restaurants on hospital prop- 
erty may remain open on Sunday. 


THE CATHOLIC IMAGE 


A Roman Catholic layman in a re- 
cent article suggests that his church 
has failed to convey to non-Catholics 
the true picture of the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

Donald J. Thorman, writing in the 
National Catholic Action weekly, Our 
Sunday Visitor, said that Catholics 
have “failed to project the true image 
of the Church to a large segment of 
our fellow Americans.” 

In the article, “Lessons from the 
Election,” Thorman outlines two steps 
for Catholic laymen to take to correct 
the picture: 

(1) The Church must impart the 
true image of the Church to all Cath- 
olics, especially those out of school, 
and 

(2) The adult Catholic must make 
use of many sources of information 
available to him to fill in the empty 
spots in his knowledge of the Church. 

“Our work is cut out for us at least 
during the next four years—and be- 
yond,” the article concluded: “We 
must first of all learn for ourselves 
what the Church is. And then we 
must communicate this image to our 
non-Catholic friends.” 


DRAMATIC BIBLE BROADCASTS

SEMINARY ENROLLMENT DOWN 


Seeking to explain the decrease in en- 
rollment at six Southern Baptist semi- 
naries from 5,000 in 1959 to 4,809 in 
1960, Sydnor L. Stealey, president of 
Southeastern Baptist Theological 
Seminary at Wake Forest, N.C., at- 
tributed it to: a decrease in ordina- 
tion of ministers; fewer ministerial 
students in college; expiration of 
the G.I. bill; stimulation of the na- 
tional school system toward science 
and business; failure of homes and 
churches; secularism of society. 

Stealey suggested that seminary 
faculties should be placed on prayer 
lists. “Our schools and faculties need 
prayers more than they need criti- 
cism,” he said.

Humbly before the Lord and 
depending upon His strength, we pledge ourselves to go 
forward with Him. True to the Lord, true to the Book, 
true to the purpose which called the Institute into being— 
these continue to be the principles which guide us. 
Continue to pray for us. 


“He Shall Come Again" 

Considerable comment was made about a year ago on 
the results of a Gallup Poll which indicated that 74 per 
cent of the American people believe there is life after 
death, and that 55 per cent believe that the Lord Jesus 
Christ will return to the earth. We have noticed a few 
references to this report which seem to take hope that 
the nation’s spiritual condition is not as bad as some make 
it out to be. In our judgment it is precarious, to say the 
least, to blind ourselves to the lamentable moral and spir- 
itual condition of our country because of these figures. 

Belief in the return of Christ, as important as it is, does 
not necessarily brand a man as a Christian. Muslims 
believe in a distorted doctrine of the return of Jesus; they 
will even show you the pinnacle on one of the mosques 
of Damascus upon which He is to descend. Nor does the 
affirmation of belief in Christ’s return mean that a man 
is living as a Christian should live. 

That a little over 50 per cent of Americans say they 
believe the doctrine may mean little more than that the 
sound teaching they may have had years ago is still with 
them. We are not decrying that such a belief persists, 
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but we are aware that it may be academic or even an 
almost unconscious reaction based on an idea almost for- 
gotten. 

The acid test of genuine belief in the return of Christ 
is the difference it makes in our living now. There is 
little in our nation to indicate that a majority of us are 
living with the possibility before us of the ringing down 
of the curtain and the answering to God for the deeds 
done in the body. How much is the doctrine influencing 
the way you are living today, Bible-believing Christian? 


Honor To Whom Honor Is Due 

Dwight Lyman Moody was born 124 years ago. The 
impact he made on the world of the nineteenth century 
still abides. Though comparatively few now are able to 
say that they saw or heard him, his life and ministry still 
have a remarkable influence on men today. Converts 
from his campaigns, revivals which changed the living 
habits of great metropolitan centers and even of nations, 
writings by him and about him and institutions which he 
founded or helped to found all serve to keep his figure 
before us. 

What was the secret of his life? It was not to be found 
in his origin. It was not in his formal education. It was 
not because he had at his disposal all the modern means 
of communication and conveyance (though we recognize 
the advance in his day as compared to the early days of 
the nineteenth century). It was not in oratorical gifts 
(though he knew how to speak to the masses). What is 
the answer? 

There are undoubtedly many reasons for the impact 
of his life. Granted, he came to the kingdom for such a 
time, that he had capacities which when surrendered to 
God, God could use. But there must be more. 

Dr. Reuben Archer Torrey, Sr., who was as close to 
Mr. Moody as any, used to give a message on the subject, 
“Why God Used D. L. Moody.” His answer was seven- 
fold. Mr. Moody, he pointed out, was: (1) a fully 
surrendered man; (2) a man of prayer; (3) a deep and 
practical student of the Bible: (4) a humble man; (5) he 
was wholly free from the love of money; (6) he had 
a consuming passion for the salvation of the lost; (7) he 
was definitely endued with power from on high. 

Without for one moment denying Dr. Torrey’s seven 
excellent points, may we suggest that in terms of the 
irreducible minimum, the essential reason why God used 
D. L. Moody was the startlingly simple fact that he meant 
business with God. That is why the Bible moved him. 
That is why he met God for God’s enduement of power. 
That is why he wore himself out to reach souls. 

You recall the word which moved him so greatly: “It 
remains to be seen what God will do with a man who 
gives himself up wholly to Him.” And his answer was, 
“Well, I will be that man.” 

Lord, do it again. 


The Other Side of the Question 

In The Saturday Evening Post for September 17, 1960, 
Dr. Mario Pei, Professor of Romance Languages at Colum- 
bia University, writes a guest editorial on “Why Do So 
Many Americans Apologize for their Country?” Dr. Pei 
decries the change in attitude on the part of Americans 
between his arrival in the United States in 1908 and the 
present day. Early in the century, he says, “We had a 
strong attitude of national pride, we were ready to defend 
our country even though we had short-comings . . . today 
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the mood of many Americans is one of contrition. They 
tell us, far from expecting gratitude from those we help, 
we must make amends for the fact that we are in a posi- 
‘tion to help them. The obligation, it seems, is on our 
side, not theirs.” 

There most certainly is a place for repentance; may God 
deliver us from a brazen, conscienceless attitude which 
pretends that it is perfect. On the other hand, Dr. Pei is 
making an important observation. Just as it is possible 
to err by refusing to take the humble position of repent- 
ance, so it is also possible to go to the other extreme— 
repenting for that which does not need repentance. 

These thoughts led to our thinking about the rash of 
confessions concerning fundamentalism, concerning simple 
and childlike faith in what the Bible says, and even 
concerning the Church as a whole. 

Surely it is possible to be a nasty fundamentalist, just 
as it is possible to be a nasty something else. But a nasty 
fundamentalist does not prove that it is wrong to have 
convictions concerning the great basic truths of the Word 
of God. It may only prove that the fundamentalist is a 
dyspeptic or that he never was genuinely converted. 

It is possible that some Christians are content in their 
ignorance. They may disdain scholarship. But who is 
to say that there are not scholars today who give plenty 
of reason for God’s people to be suspicious of them. 
Intellectualism is a poor substitute for the warmth of the 
gospel and the power of the Holy Spirit. And we do not 
impugn true scholarship in making this observation. 

Granted, too, that the Church has its weaknesses. But 
where would we be without the Church? Self-analysis, 
self-judgment, genuine repentance are always in order so 
long as we come short of the glory of God. But God is not 
through with the Church yet. The best is yet to be. 
And the fact of the matter is that the gates of Hades shall 
not prevail against it. 

It is well to remind ourselves that God’s power is felt 
by the sons of men through the operation of His Spirit in 
and through the Church. The Church living in the power 
of the Holy Spirit and heralding the unadulterated Word 
of God is still as fair as the moon, as clear as the sun, and 
terrible as an army with banners. 


The Future of Moody Bible Institute 

Where do we go from here? This question is very 
human, and, as a matter of fact, is something which should 
concern us all—at least to the extent of being sure that 
we are in God’s directive will. Moody Bible Institute 
looks back to seventy-five years of history. Where does 
it go from here? Please God, may it be true that it goes 
on in all the will of God for it. 


But how does it look from here? What, so far as it is 


possible to understand it, is the will of God for the days 
ahead? 

One thing is for sure. There is evidence that the Lord 
wants us to go on as a Bible Institute. Without for one 
moment casting aspersion upon any other kind of Chris- 
tian school, we are persuaded that there is a niche for the 
kind of training given at the Institute. 

We believe that just as it has had a contribution to 
make in the past, it has its place to fill in the future. The 
Bible Institute with its objective of preparing Bible- 
believing Christian workers by utilizing the threefold 
emphasis upon the mastery of the English Bible, the 
training in practical Christian work, and the conduct of 
a school with scriptural standards of Christian living is 
far from outmoded. There is still plenty of opportunity 
for ministry; there is still plenty of evidence that God 
blesses and uses students so trained and sent forth. 

We believe that the Institute is helping to meet the 
challenge of the day in its scholarly, spiritual, scriptural 
instruction. 

Another thing is certain. So long as the world needs 
the message, God helping us, we shall get the gospel out 
by every means we can. The overflowing, loving heart 
of D. L. Moody has been breathed into this institution. 
We, like him, care for souls, love souls, seek to win souls. 
Personal witness, the training of students, preaching, 
teaching, literature, radio, television, films—these are the 
ways we seek to evangelize the world. We not only 
tell our students to be evangelists and teachers, we try 
to show them that we mean business by being hard at it 
ourselves. So, until the Lord comes, our purpose is to 
proclaim Christ, “admonishing every man and teaching 
every man... that we may present every man perfect 
in Christ.” 

The Lord being our helper, that is where we go from 
here. And to get the task done we must be in the place 
that God can bless us. But the carrying on of the work— 
judging by the way God so often does things—means we 
need the love, the prayers and the gifts of God’s people. 
There is so much to do, there is so much more we would 
like to do. There are more students who should be 
trained each year, there are more accommodations to be 
provided to train the larger student body, there are the 
increasing calls for Christian literature, for Christian 
broadcasting, for Christian documentary films. But this 
kind of work, this kind of advance can only come to pass 
by disciples living in holiness and storming the gates of 
heaven by prayer. 

We thank God for the past, but we live for the future. 
May God increase a thousand-fold the number who daily 
remember this work at the Throne of Grace.

D. L: MOODY, Founder 


In the three-quarters of a 

century since its beginning, 

Moody Bible Institute has spanned the 
era from the horse-drawn wagon 
to the hurtling satellite. 

This is the story of the school 

that D. L. Moody founded. 

lt is the story of a pioneering 
spirit which has met and overcome 
great obstacles. Today, on 

the threshold of the Age of Space, 
the Citadel is prepared to meet 
the staggering challenge 

of this Twentieth Century . . . 
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By Russell T. Hitt 


SCANT MILE north of Chicago’s Loop is an 
imposing cluster of red-brick buildings 
that stands like a modern citadel. 

As you study the facade of structures 
lining LaSalle Street north of Chicago 
Avenue, you sense immediately that this 
is no ordinary group of buildings. Some- 
how they seem to be in, but not of, the neighborhood. 

You discover the first signs of human activity in a 
Gothic archway, and in the courtyard-like street beyond. 
There you find very normal-looking young men and 
women. These are students the children of the 
citadel. 

The citadel itself is Moody Bible Institute—first and 
foremost a school; a school of the prophets, if you will. 
Long ago a slogan-maker called it “the West Point of 
Christian Training,” but the phrase really never took 
hold because it wasn’t adequate. 

For beyond the fact that this is the world’s best known 
Bible school, the Institute has been a spiritual citadel, 
guarding the historic Christian faith and standing against 
the encroachments of an evil world. 

And yet even this does not describe it satisfactorily, for 
a citadel may be strong, but static. And Moody Bible 
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Institute has been a dynamic force for God, reaching out 
far beyond its strong bastions into the uttermost parts of 
the earth. It has been an influence on our nation and in 


many lands overseas. 

To understand something of the genius of this great 
spiritual enterprise, one must go back three-quarters of a 
century to the days of its founding by a chubby, be- 
whiskered man, Dwight Lyman Moody, the renowned 
New England evangelist. In his extensive travels, both 
at home and abroad, Moody recognized that the para- 
mount need of the church everywhere was for men and 
women versed in the Holy Scriptures, and on fire for 
Christ. In his characteristic way, he not only saw the 
need, but he wanted something done about it. 

Earlier, in Chicago, Moody had seen a handful of slum 
children, whom he brought in from the streets, become a 
thriving Sunday school. Time passed and the Sunday 
school grew into a church with Moody as its leader. But 
a single church could not hold Moody, for the shoe sales- 
man-evangelist had a message for the entire world. 

Home from his travels in the fall of 1889, Moody visited 
the church he had built. Before the service began, he 
stepped from a side doorway out to an empty lot. There 
with one of his deacons both prayed, asking God for the 











‘adjacent land on which to erect a building for his infant 
budding Bible institute, which had been holding classes 
in various places since 1886. 

Like Joshua of old, Moody claimed the land for God. 
Within a month God answered prayer and the ground was 
obtained. The first Institute building followed, later ex- 
panding into a complete block of buildings, where in 
seventy-five years more than 65,000 men and women have 
been trained and have gone forth with the gospel. 

The modern school and citadel bear Moody’s name and 
he was the rightful founder, yet the genius of this great 
operation is something much bigger than a single man. 
Actually there are many men whose names have been 
associated with the institution that is now celebrating its 
seventy-fiftl. anniversary—Torrey, Gray, Crowell, Newell, 
Houghton, Fitzwater, Culbertson—to mention a few, and 
there have been many more—both famed and obscure. 

While the far-flung ministries and influences of the 
Institute are colorful and varied, there is a central, 
pervading conviction which has been responsible for its 
vigorous growth. Throughout its history the Moody 
Bible Institute has boldly, doggedly held to the objective 
authority, inspiration, and adequacy of the Holy Scrip- 
tures. Above all things, Moody Bible Institute has been 
a school of one Book—a technical school in a sense, with 
the Bible as center, source and circumference of all its 
studies. 

Because of this emphasis on the Scriptures, detractors 
have often charged the Institute with bibliolatry. But 
through the years Institute leaders, like Moody, have set 
their course by the central themes of the Bible: all men 


positiveness about their proclamation of the gospel. Per- 
haps on occasion overzealous students offended while 
learning the difficult art of soul-winning, but no one can 
say there was not a vitality, consistency and dedication 
about all they did. God had given them good news to 
tell and they were on fire to tell it. 


were declaring that man’s upward progress could be as- 
sured when the slums were cleared and man’s environ- 
ment was improved, the Bible-centered Moody message 
remained unchanged. Man had been estranged from God 
by sin; only the redemptive work of Christ could change 


are lost; the atoning work of Christ in the power of the 
Holy Spirit is the only way of escape from judgment, and 
this work of Christ provides acceptance into the family 
of God. 


In the height of the battle between the proponents of 


Modernism and Fundamentalism, Moody Bible Institute 
became the symbol of the forces defending historic Chris- 
tianity. The unswerving stand of this great citadel and 
force undoubtedly was one of the principal means used 
of God to rout the enemies of Biblical faith. 


While others were teaching that the gospel was not so 


much personal as social, Moody students and staff con- 
ducted street meetings, preached in rescue missions, 
taught Sunday school classes, distributed tracts, engaged 
in personal work, and generally kept at the job of telling 
everyone everywhere that God loved people as indi- 
viduals and expected them to repent and turn to Him as 
individuals. 


To some it may have seemed that there was an over-

When Dr. Gray heard Dr. Houghton preach he knew he was the one to follow him 

in the presidency. It was evident that God’s blessing was resting on Dr. Houghton, 
for soon after his coming things began to happen at MBI. The finest faculty 

of any Bible institute was formed. Enrollment increased in Day School. Moody 
Monthly circulation doubled to nearly 75,000. A nation-wide celebration 

was held in 1937, heralding the 100th anniversary of Moody’s birth. New buildings 
were built and the Moody Institute of Science was founded. With all his busy 
schedule, Dr. Houghton was a sincere soul-winner, as well as Institue leader and promoter. 
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' D. L. Moody discovered in a quiet Boston rector a man with an unusual teaching 

gift and executive ability, and promptly invited him to give lectures at Moody Bible In- 

| stitute. After Dr. Torrey resigned, Dr. Gray became president, a post he held for more 
than 30 years. He gave fresh emphasis to Bible study with his synthetic Bible studies. 
Under his leadership every department of the school grew in size and efficiency.

the individual, regardless of his environment. 
This is still the driving force behind the Institute’s many 
ministries. At the heart of its program is its Day School, 


- enrolling an average of one thousand carefully screened, 


dedicated young Christian men and women. They come 
from every state as well as many foreign countries. De- 
mand for this specialized Moody training far exceeds the 
number of students that can be accepted. 

For those impressed by figures and bigness, Moody has 
a story unmatched throughout the world. This has not 
come through mass production methods, but through 
thousands of individual lives saturated in the Word of 
God and diligent in its proclamation. Fired with the 
inner conviction that a witness must be faithful unto 
death, Moody-trained graduates have carried that con- 
viction into every phase of Christian work. Small wonder 
that seventeen of them have laid down their lives in 
martyrdom. 

Anywhere in the world you go almost, you'll find 
Moody-trained men and women hard at work. Some 
may have studied only at the Institute, and some have 
taken additional work at a liberal arts college, a seminary, 
or a specialized school of some sort, but the stamp of their 
Moody training sets them apart. Pastors, evangelists, 
home and foreign missionaries, rescue mission workers, 
evangelistic song leaders, Christian education directors, 
missionary pilots—or simply effective workers in their 
own churches—Moody-trained people are usually working 
Christians. 





Has Moody Bible Institute’s basic educational philoso- 
phy changed through the years? In its strong emphasis 
on the Bible, very little. The heart of the Institute cur- 
riculum is not just study about the Bible, but the reading 
and study of the Bible itself. 

There are Old Testament subjects and New Testament 
subjects; subjects, too, in the original languages of the 
Bible, Hebrew and Greek. There are Bible analysis, 
Bible synthesis (“the study of the Bible and each book 
of the Bible as a whole”), Bible doctrine and a score of 
similar subjects. No student is permitted to graduate 
from Moody Bible Institute without a minimum of thirty 
semester hours of classroom Bible study. 

Always there has been a practical emphasis on translat- 
ing truth learned in the classroom into the student’s own 
personal and devotional life. Every effort is made to 
avoid the perils of scholasticism, intellectualism, or mere 
head knowledge. The Word of God must become in- 
carnate in the lives of the students. 

Constant effort is made to give Moody students an op- 
portunity to engage in every feasible form of Christian 
work. For years teams of students have gone into every 
part of Chicago, conducting services in jails, hospitals, 
orphanages, homes for the aged, rescue missions, and in 
Sunday schools and churches. Moody-trained people in 
many types of work speak warmly about the value of this 
training. 

Actually, eight courses of instruction are offered by the 
school: Christian Education, General Bible, Pastors

are twenty airstrips. Typical of the flying missionaries 

is Robert Johanson, Moody ‘56, pilot with the Missionary 
Aviation Fellowship. Three of the five pilots are Moody trained. 
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Course, Sacred Music, Christian Education-Music, Mis- 
sionary, Jewish Missions, and Missionary Technical. 

Traditionally, in the Sacred Music Course, stress has 
been laid on gospel songs—like those popularized by 
Moody’s singing partner in evangelism, Ira D. Sankey. 
In recent years, studies in the sacred music field have 
been greatly broadened to include all types of sacred 
music. The training is the finest. The Moody Chorale, 
for example, has developed into one of the finest choirs 
in the country, having traveled all over the United States 
and twice in Great Britain and on the Continent. 

In the Christian Education Course, students are in- 
structed primarily in sound methods of teaching the Bible 
in church and Sunday school. This is because Moody 
educators have felt that the Sunday school movement in 
the United States has suffered greatly for want of proper 
Biblical instruction. None of the methodology of higher 
Christian education is neglected, however, and through- 
out the United States Moody students hold responsible 
positions in Christian education. 

It is in missionary education, however, where the In- 
stitute has exerted greatest influence. Nearly every

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interdenominational missionary society, home or foreign, 
as well as most of the denominational groups, include on 
their staffs men and women who were trained at the 
Institute. 

Thousands of Moody-trained workers have served in 
these missionary organizations. One estimate reveals that 
today 10 per cent of all evangelical American missionaries 
around the world have been trained at the Chicago school. 

“For every two graduating students,” says Dr. S. Max- 
well Coder, Institute dean, “one student becomes a foreign 
missionary.” Thus in a very tangible way the command 
of Christ is fulfilled: “Go ye into all the world .. .” 

Since World War II and the advances made in both 
aviation and radio communication, Moody has offered a 
Technical Course which provides expert training for mis- 
sionary pilot-mechanics and radio technicians. Most of 
the world now knows that the light plane and short-wave 
radio have become valuable aids in missionary advance, 
especially in those primitive areas where there are only 
dangerous jungle trails and no means of communication. 

Pilots like Nate Saint, Ecuador martyr, and others who 
have pioneered in the field of missionary aviation, did not 
have the benefit of an orientation school such as is now 
offered by Moody. Nate and others saw the desperate 
need of such a training program. Their prayers have 
been more than answered, since the Moody Technical 
Course today trains most of the missionary pilots used by 
the Missionary Aviation Fellowship and Wycliffe Trans- 
lators. 

Not all the Moody training is as colorful as the Technical 
Course, but all of it is intensely practical. The Evening 
School, for example, serving all Chicagoland, enrolls 
nearly as many students as are in the Day School, even 
though many of the subjects offer no academic credit. 
They are simply provided for residents of the Chicago 
area who want to know more about the Bible and how to 
become more effective workers in their home churches. 
Actually, the Evening Schoo] fulfills most exactly the 
vision D. L. Moody had when he sought to train “gap men” 
in his newly formed Bible Institute of the Chicago Evan- 
gelization Society. 

Often these dedicated Christians who sacrifice their 
evenings to study the Word of God catch the vision of 
Christ’s claims upon their lives, transfer to the Day School, 
and are directed into an area of service for Christ they 
had not seen before. 

Mr. Moody deserves credit, too, for the vision of mak- 
ing it possible for people to study the Bible by mail. 
Actually Moody had seen the possibilities of correspond- 
ence school instruction long before many in the secular 
field realized its educational possibilities. 

Although the Moody Correspondence School did not get 
under way until after Moody’s death, he had passed along 
his thinking to aides who carried out his wishes. Since 
its founding, the school has had 340,000 enrollments in its 
Bible study courses. 

Today the Correspondence School offers thirty-three 
different courses, both for the new Christian and for the 
more mature student of the Bible. Among the more ad- 
vanced courses, the huge Scofield Course offers a real 
challenge even to the most serious student. Last year, 
more than 32,000 enrollments were received in various 
courses and 247,000 exams were personally corrected by 
qualified teachers. 

Correspondence courses are often studied by groups in 
churches and homes, as well as in offices, factories and 
army bases. But most students study by themselves, 
many in prisons, lumber camps, army posts or distant 
mission fields.

In this day of exploding population, increased longevity, 
more leisure time and a mushrooming adult education 
program here in America, the Bible correspondence school 
stands in a strategic place with a tremendous outreach. 

Moody educational and training facilities are rounded 
out by two other schools: the Summer School, offering 
specialized training for limited time periods, and the Radio 
School of the Bible, giving instruction over the Institute’s 
own radio stations. 

In all these areas of instruction, there is a common 
philosophy of education—strong emphasis on Bible in- 
struction for spiritual understanding and wisdom. In 
spite of many pressures to reverse its position, the In- 
stitute offers its instruction in the Day, Evening, and 
Summer Schoois as well as the Radio School of the Bible,

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justified me before a just God. This was an answer to 
prayer. I have asked the Lord Jesus to come into my 
heart and save me, a sinner.” 

The radio outreach of Moody Bible Institute, illustrated 
by this single letter, can hardly be overestimated. One 
of the pioneers in radio broadcasting in the U. S., WMBI 
has for thirty-five years carried on a music and Bible 
teaching ministry over a metropolitan area radiating 150 
miles from Chicago. In all those years not one hour of 
broadcast time has ever been sold. 

Since 1958, the Moody radio ministry has extended to 
two other cities: WCRF-FM, Cleveland, Ohio, and 
WDLMM, Moline, Ill. Last July, WMBI reinstituted its FM 
broadcasts in Chicago, thereby extending its hours on the 
air into the prime evening period. Add to this outreach 
the many transcribed radio programs aired by sixty com- 
mercial stations all over the country and you get some 
idea of the development of the radio ministry. 

Besides its well-rounded religious programs, WMBI and 
its sister stations carry news broadcasts, classical music 
and a variety of other programs. Non-Christian listeners 
often linger to hear the best news of all, that Christ 
bridged the gulf between God and man and man is rec- 
onciled. 

Literally millions of letters have streamed into the 
tower offices of this gospel broadcasting center telling of 
blessings received. Stories are told of dramatic conver- 
sions, like that of the man, who, preparing to commit 
suicide, switched on the radio to drown out the noise of 
his revolver. At that moment, a speaker on WMBI was 
faithfully declaring the gospel and the man paused to 
listen. The result was that he put away his gun, bowed 
before the Lord whose voice he had heard, and accepted 
Christ. 

How many lonely men and women, how many shut-ins,

found comfort and food for their souls through WMBI 
only God knows. 

George Beverly Shea was on the Moody Bible Institute 
radio staff when Billy Graham was a student at Wheaton 
College, and Graham used to listen to him sing over 
WMBIL. Later, as a pastor in Western Springs, a suburb 
of Chicago, Billy started a radio program called “Songs in 
the Night.” The soloist he chose for that program was 
Beverly Shea. They have been together ever since. 

Moopy Mon uty, one of the warmly appreciated period- 
icals in the conservative Christian field, has a world-wide 
readership, following missionaries trained at Moody and 
elsewhere to the earth’s remotest outposts. Across the 
homeland it serves pastors, Moody alumni, and the general 
Christian public as a family magazine. Moopy MontHLy’s 
editorial policy is consistent with the doctrinal and spir- 
itual standards of the parent organization. Again, there 
is stress upon Bible teaching and the light provided by 
the Scriptures on almost all phases of human existence. 
There is a department dealing with Biblical matters from 
the viewpoint of pastors; straight Scriptural expository 
material, devotional and inspirational articles, and depart- 
ments for those with special needs and interests. Cur- 
rently a full-fledged Bible study course is presented in 
co-operation with the Correspondence School. 

Another publishing arm of Moody Bible Institute is 
Moody Press, which came into being as the result of Mr. 
Moody’s keen pioneering vision. Long before America 
was deluged with paper-bound books, the great evan- 
gelist, attempting to meet his country’s great spiritual 
need, launched a succession of reasonably priced paper- 
backs for years known as the Moody Colportage Library. 
This rather cumbersome name came from the ministry of 
the “colporteur,” who in the earlier days of our country 
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A scene in the Moody Memorial Church during one of the 
annual Founder's Week Conferences. This is one of 

nearly 50 conferences conducted each year by the 
Extension Department. Its dedicated staff hold more than 
1,000 church meetings a year, ministering the Word of God to 
Christians everywhere in our country and in Canada. 
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was an itinerant religious book salesman and missionary. 

This ministry has mushroomed like the others and at 
present is formulating plans that would have pleased its 
founder. Moody Press has set a goal for the present of 

producing 150 titles a year. 

This branch of the Institute expects soon to triple its 
output of Spanish-language books for Central and South 
America. It is also looking forward to expanding its 
production of English textbooks and paperbacks, and 
developing overseas sales to such areas as Indonesia, 
Nigeria, South Africa, East Africa, the Philippines and 
India. 

Great numbers of Moody Press books and other pieces 
of literature are distributed free through the Moody 
Literature Mission. The scope of this missionary arm of 
the Institute is almost breath-taking. In an organization 
where one expects things to be done in a big way, Moody 
Literature Mission is colossal. 

In foreign lands, MLM has come to be regarded as 
filling a key role in literature activity. Its principal 
objective is to provide information and counsel, as well 
as production and distribution aid, wherever they are 
needed. Often the department serves as a catalyst to get 
embryo missionary literature projects going. In a re- 
cent year, through direct and indirect aid, the mission 
. distributed 12 million tracts, booklets, books and maga- 
zines. 

Our own country is not forgotten in this project. The 
mission takes the gospel in print to children in rural 
schools and to needy people in jails, hospitals and other 
institutions. Christian literature is circulated to men in 
the armed forces and in merchant ships that ply the Great 
Lakes and the high seas off our coasts. 

Behind the scenes, MLM has helped other Christian 
programs to slant their publications to the increasingly 
literate masses in newly developed nations of Asia and 
Africa. By any measure, the scope of this type of mis- 
sionary outreach is staggering. 

Of all the Institute ministries, perhaps the most dramatic 
and extensive is that of the Moody Institute of Science, 
located in Los Angeles and directed by Dr. Irwin A. Moon. 

Dr. Moon was “discovered” by the late Dr. Will H. 
Houghton, former president of MBI, who hit on the idea

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that by the use of scientific apparatus he could preach 
“Sermons from Science.” This admittedly was a bit off 
the usual line of Bible school ministry, but Moon’s abil- 
ities impressed President Houghton. 

The response was overwhelming. Wherever Moon 
went with his “sermons,” he drew throngs of interested 
people. They heard a stirring spiritual message, solidly 
based on Biblical truth and dramatically illustrated by 
scientific demonstrations. 

But Moon was not satisfied; he knew he could multiply 
his audiences a thousand-fold by the use of motion pic- 
tures. So he conceived the idea of producing his “Sermons 
from Science” in a series of films stressing God’s role in 
the created universe and at the same time subtly present- 
ing the message of redemption. 

“Sermons from Science” films have been translated into 
eighteen languages and shown in almost every part of the 
world. Because of their educational and spiritual value, 
they have been distributed through the Navy, Army and 
Air Force and became a vital part of the training program 
for U.S. servicemen. In areas normally closed to the 
Christian witness, they have had an amazing entree, being 
continually shown in schools and colleges, service organ- 
izations, industries and in private clubs. 

Dr. Moon and his associates are profoundly convinced 
that such instruments of the gospel are God-given for our 
day. Recently he interrupted a round-the-world photo- 
graphic tour and survey to plead with missionary leaders, 
Institute associates and students, to fully utilize these 
twentieth century resources. 

“Money is not the answer,” he declared after sharing 
firsthand impressions of ccuntries fast slipping into the 
abyss of Communism. “Our money programs have been 
dismal, utter failures. Political maneuvering is useless. 
Education away from God just makes smarter crooks. But 
if you can bring in the transforming power of the gospel, 
you have the answer .. . the right man with the right 
message, using the right methods with the right tools in 
the right place at the right time.” 

In the providence of God, this is what Moody Bible Insti- 
tute is placing in the hands of the Church today: dedicated 
men and women with the message of the Word of God plus 
such modern-day means as gospel literature, missionary 
technical specialists and science films. By such means not 
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Moody Institute of Science films use the natural world as 
their pulpit. The tiny bat above with his mysterious ‘radar’ 
for nighttime flying helped tell the story of “Dust or Destiny.”

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only can the man in the bush be reached but also the one 
who in Dr. Moon’s thinking is the forgotten man of mis- 
sions—the “man in the university . . . where Lumumba 
came from.” 

Those acquainted with Dwight L. Moody’s mind and 
heart through his writings, his letters and his accomplish- 
ments are confident that the great evangelist would fully 
approve of the various ways in which Moody Bible In- 
stitute has pioneered during these seventy-five years. Its 
leaders, like Moody, while always conservative in their 
doctrine, have always been progressive in their methods. 

Yet far-visioned men like Henry Parsons Crowell, 
Quaker Oats tycoon who for many years served as chair- 
man of the Institute’s board of trustees, have had little 
time for retrospection. And this is true today. To In- 
stitute board members, a diamond anniversary is some- 
thing to gratefully acknowledge as a gift from God, but

not as something to rest upon. There are too many 
things yet to be done. 

With all its progressiveness, however, the phrase 
“twentieth century citadel for Christ” possibly describes 
the Institute better than anything else. In the years 
since its founder knelt in back of the old Chicago Avenue 
Church, school after school in our nation has drifted far 
from the Christian convictions on which they were 
founded. False religion, atheism, agnosticism, materialism 
and secularism have all had their part in softening up and 
breaking down their spiritual defenses. 

Yet, in all the confusion and change of the years, like a 
citadel strong and steadfast, defending the eternal truths, 
the Institute has withstood every worldly persuasion to 
abandon its first love. It is still a school of one Book. 
And it still seeks by every available means to carry 
the message of that Book to the ends of the earth. ENp

THE MINISTRY of a Christian school 
is often measured by the quality of the 
students which it trains. But it is also 
measured by the continuing testimony 
and service of its graduates. The 
Moody Bible Institute Alumni Asso- 
ciation binds together the thousands 
of students who have gone to the 
remotest parts of the earth for the 
sake of Jesus Christ. 

How did the Alumni Association 
come about? Early in 1916 the ex- 
ecutive committee of Moody Bible 
Institute received three letters, each 
with the same request. Without know- 
ing the action of the other two, A. F. 
Gaylord, H. W. Pope and Dr. P. B. 
Fitzwater suggested in their letters 
that the Institute form an Alumni As- 
sociation.

The executive committee, believing 
that the suggestion came from the 
Lord, appointed a committee of faculty 
members to carry this out. After 
much prayer and thought, the con- 
stitution and bylaws were formed and 
the organization was launched. 

Mr. Gaylord and Dr. Fitzwater 
visited cities from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, establishing local fellowships. 
In 1919 Mr. E. E. White was employed 
as executive secretary and he carried 
on the work for about two years. In 
the fall of 1922 Miss Charlotte A. Cary 
began to visit among the former stu- 
dents in the various centers of the 
country and help in the development 
of local chapters. Then Miss Cary and 
Dr. Fitzwater visited various cities in 
the east and attended gatherings at 


Springfield, St. Louis, Kansas City 
and Minneapolis. In all this traveling 
one purpose was uppermost in their 
minds: that Moody Bible Institute, in 
co-operation with her former stu- 
dents, might render a larger service to 
God and man. Today there are some 
sixty-seven alumni chapters in this 
country and thirty more around the 
world. 

Through the local fellowships of 
Institute graduates we believe that 
five things are accomplished. First, 
these Institute graduates conserve the 
fellowship they have as members of 
the Institute family. Next to the un- 
folding of scriptural truth, Christian 
fellowship is the most important part 
of the Christian life. The most effi-

The Word of God 
Wilbur M. Smith 
THE POSITION of the Holy Scrip- 


tures in the world today as compared 
with that of seventy-five years ago 
may be determined by a number of 
factors —some favorable and some 
most unfavorable. 

To begin with, because of the inces- 
sant labors of the great staff identified 
with organizations such as the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, Wycliffe 
Translators, etc., Bibles, or portions of 
Bibles are written today in many more 
languages than then. Actually, the 
Bible has been translated in 1,151 dif- 
ferent languages, as compared with 
410 languages in 1886. This means, of 
course, that many more millions of 
men and women have access now to 
the Scriptures than was true seventy- 
five years ago. 

In this same period, we have had 
more important, though not in all 
ways acceptable, translations of the 
Bible, and of the New Testament it- 
self, than during any other similar 
length of time since the invention of 
printing. 

The English Revised Version was 
completed in 1885; the American 
Standard Version was not published 
until 1901. Soon after, in 1905, ap- 
peared the famous translation of the 
New Testament by Weymouth, which 
went through many editions in the 
following year. Moffatt’s translation 
of the New Testament appeared ten 
years later, and his Old Testament in 
in 1924. 

The New Testament RSV was pub- 
lished in 1946 and the complete Bible 
in 1959. The Berkeley translation also 
came out in 1959. The translation by 
the Roman Catholic scholar, Knox, 
began to appear in 1948. Phillips fin- 
ished his New Testament translation 
in 1957. 

Two other factors must also be con- 
sidered. One is the great archeologi- 
cal discoveries in the Near East; the 
other, widely different, is a more ac- 
curate knowledge of the Hebrew and 
Greek words of our original text. 
Because of these, we have a more ac- 

curate understanding today of the 
specific meaning of many words and 
sentences in the Old and New Testa- 
ments. 

Furthermore, we now have some 
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astonishing confirmations of the his- 
torical truthfulness of statements 
which fifty years ago some said were 
either doubtful or inaccurate. There 
are now superb helps provided for 
the historical study of the Scriptures; 
for example, the great Atlas by Grol- 
lenberg and the books by Wright, 
Wiseman, etc. 

Of course, because of new media of 
communication, millions upon millions 
of people around the globe are hear- 
ing the Word of God by faithful 
preachers and expositors through the 
wonderful channel of radio. 

On the other hand, we must recog- 
nize the doors that have been closed 
to free communication of the Scrip- 
tures. Some eight or nine hundred 
million people in China and in the 
Soviet empire are shut off from the 
gospel because the countries do not 
allow distribution of the Holy Scrip- 
tures. In contrast, in William Can- 
ton’s great history of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society it is stated that 
between 1885 and 1904 over ten mil- 
lion copies of the Bible or portions 
were distributed by the St. Peters- 
burg Agency in Russia alone. In fact, 
we are told that in a period of five 
years, in Siberia alone, they distrib- 
uted 484,000 copies of the Scriptures 
in forty languages. That is all gone. 

I am afraid that, on the whole, men 
and women in the western world do 
not have quite the same faith in the 
Word of God as in the days of Mr. 
Moody’s great ministry, due to waves 
of modernism, rationalism, absorption 
with material things and many other 
causes. This, in spite of the fact that: 
1) we have more evidence today for 
the truthfulness of the Scriptures 
than we have ever had; and 2) there 
are more books being published about 
the Bible than ever before in human 
history. 


Condition of the Church

DRASTIC CHANGES have marked 
almost every phase of life in the last 
seventy-five years. Less noticeable, 
but no less real, are the changes which 
have taken place in the visible church. 
These have been most significant in 
the last quarter of a century. 

The church has enjoyed increased 
wealth, numerous new edifices and 
sizeable numerical gains — though 
these are not comparable with popu- 
lation increases. It has made use of 
modern business procedures and mod- 
ern means of communication. It has 
given new emphasis to the field of 
counseling, even employing at times 
the principles of psychiatry and hyp- 
nosis. 

Yet, with all this, the ecclesiastical 
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structure seems to exert a less mighty 
spiritual leverage in the world than 
it did seventy-five years ago, because 
of having moved into the realm of an 
economic and social crusade. It has 
become a champion of brotherly atti- 
tudes with its one-church movement, 
a herald of politics with its one- 
worldism and a persistent advocate of 
better economic conditions. In so 
doing it has shunned the narrow way 
of Christ for the broader road of 
secular activities. 

The present popular clamor for the 
ecumenical movement, with its “be- 
hind the scenes” emphasis on church 
union and the centralization of power, 
suggests a part of a blueprint which 
many would call “a drift toward 
Rome.” 

With ever increasing nationalism 
and political independence, mission- 
ary strategy has brought greater stress 
on the indigenous church. Thus a 
change has been brought about in re- 
lationship between the missionary and 
the field. Some have chosen even to 
retire the age-honored word “mis- 
sionary” in favor of “fraternal 
worker.” 

During this period also, a 
philosophy of Bible interpretation— 
neo-orthodoxy—has practically taken 
over the seminaries. This philosophy 
lends itself to denial of the full integ- 
rity and authority of Scripture and 
opens the door for licensed interpre- 
tation in place of the specific “thus 
saith the Lord.” The church of today 
reflects this looseness of attitude 
toward the Scripture, which accounts 
for such changes as ordination of 
women and increased meddling in 
affairs of state. 

As in secular government, the 
church is characterized by more cen- 
tralization and regimentation. On the 
one hand there is more church gov- 
ernment, changes in forms and rituals 
and increasing use of “high church 
liturgies.” On the other hand, subtle 
regimentation entraps the clergy with 
new laws, procedures, paper work, 
reports and the maintenance of diplo- 
matic relationships, etc., so that there 
is little time left for the real work of 
God. 

Reflecting these changes is the indi- 
vidual church member, who is at the 
heart of it all. Church membership, 
which once depended upon conver- 
sion, is now too often just a matter 
of profession. The midweek prayer 
service, once the heartbeat of the 
church, has practically vanished; 
faded also is the Sunday evening 
service. Far more tragic is the meager 
concern of the church for the souls 
of men. 

Along with this has come a laxness 
on the part of church members to 
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enter into full participation. No won- 
der one finds such an impressive list 
of paid church workers doing that 
which formally was done in gratitude. 

True, the church should adapt it- 
self to every age; yet this does not 
give license to divorce itself from the 
foundation so clearly set forth in 
Scripture. 

We may take courage in knowing 
that God has always protected His 
own and preserved His witness. The 
church’s task is not to reform the 
world or even try to make it a fit 
place in which to live, but rather to 
give witness to His divine truth, which 
He has promised will not return void. 
Thus we wait and look for a better 
day, whether it be a revival within 
the church or His return as promised. 
In either case, a glorious end is as- 
sured. 


Evangelism Then and Now

HOW DOES the evangelism of 
today compare with that of seventy- 
five years ago? 

Some basic factors remain un- 
changed. Man’s sinfulness has not 
changed — despite its sophistication. 
The leopard has been renamed but 
he is the same beast with the same 
spots. Seventy-five years ago, men 
were selfish and dishonest; today, 
they are introverted and maladjusted. 
Then, a middle-aged man who had an 
affair with a teenager was an adult- 
erer; today, he suffers a “spasm of 
readolescence.” So, the evangelist 
today must first rip away sin’s glam- 
orous veneer and then present the 
remedy. 

Man’s desires are still the same. He 
seeks a peace that is unavailable apart 
from awareness of divine approval. 
The evangelist is still called upon to 
present Christ as man’s only access 
to God and thus to peace. 

Frustration of this desire for peace 
is making us the world’s most un- 
balanced nation. Mental illness is in- 
vading one out of every four or five 
American homes. In the past 100 
years, while our population has in- 
creased 671%, the number of our in- 
stitutionalized mental patients has in- 
creased 23,238%. In a day when “men’s 
hearts are failing them for fear” a 
contemporary evangelism must pre- 
sent a Christ who delivers from “the 
spirit of fear” and gives the spirit of 
“love and of power and of a sound 
mind.” 

The Bible remains the same. Though 
unchanged it is still relevant. It is 
the looking glass that reveals man’s 
sin, the discerner that discovers man’s 
motives, the sword of the Spirit that 
conquers the foibles of the flesh. 
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Some things have changed, how- 
ever, during this period. A consider- 
ably more effective follow-up program 
is being utilized in evangelistic cru- 
sades today than was used seventy- 
five years ago. In 1887, while 
conducting a five week crusade in 
Louisville, Ky., Mr. Moody, the papers 
reported, requested some of the 
preachers to tarry after the service to 
discuss more effective ways of con- 
serving the converts. 

Today’s evangelism, in the main, is 
much more church-centered than the 
evangelism of 1886. Too often in the 
past what was an evangelistic bonfire 
in a neutral meeting place amounted 
to little more than a pan of ashes 
when brought back into the Church. 

Moody, on the other hand, was a 
genius in evangelistic organization, 
publicity, financing, training for per- 
sonal work, use of music and plain 
Bible preaching aimed at the heart. 
He spent two years in the preparation 
of his greatest campaign, the one con- 
ducted in Chicago in 1893. He left 
nothing to haphazard. This intensity 
of preparation continues to the pres- 
ent hour. 

We note, however, a decrease in 
personal soul-winning such as was 
engaged in by Moody and his workers. 
Much is said today about personal 
soul-winning, but little is being done 
about it. This is perhaps the greatest 
single weakness of present day evan- 
gelism. 

Another weakness threatens. This 
is a day of shrewd public relations, 
of clever mind manipulation through 
the use of subliminal suggestion, of 
skillful image-building. Almost any 


| kind of effect, sacred or secular, can 


be simulated with Madison Avenue 
techniques. There is a danger that we 


| simulate the results of Pentecost— 


great crowds, dynamic preaching, 
much activity, even praying and pro- 


| fessed conversions—and then erro- 


neously assume the cause, the Holy 
Spirit, to be present. 

Often we hear pronouncements that 
America is witnessing a_ nation- 
changing revival of genuine Chris- 
tianity. A casual observation and 
analysis dictate the conclusion that 
the speaker, employing the latest 
propaganda techniques, is projecting 
a sincere desire as an accomplished 
fact. While the motive may be pure 
the damage done is inestimable. 

Today’s evangelism needs a heavy 
dose of that realism and rugged indi- 
viduality that characterized the evan- 
gelism of seventy-five years ago. The 
cult of conformity in some of our 
circles tends to blockade what might 
be a significant outreach for souls. 
Our confidence and security must ever 
be of God and never the result of our

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amicable relationship to the herd. 

The so-called mass meeting is one of 
the most effective ways of reaching the 
largest number of people in the brief- 
est time with the gospel. Could that 
be why Satan so vehemently fights 
this type of ministry? I know of no 
Christian college, no _ theological 
school, no Bible conference, no reli- 
gious assembly, no evangelical youth 
organization where young men are 
challenged with the opportunities of 
this field. Opportunities to serve as 
pastor, minister of education, minister 
of music, missionary, minister of youth 
and the like are pointed up, but no- 
where, to my knowledge, are young 
men presented with the challenge of 
mass evangelism. 

Opportunities for evangelism are 
unprecedented. So are the obstacles. 
Not the obstacles of outraged and 
antagonistic hostility, but the obstacles 
of an easy-believism, a smug com- 
placence and a patronizing conde- 
scension. God give us courage and 
grace to meet the challenge! 


Christian Schools

IN THE 1880’s, the Christian com- 
munity in America was confronted by 
a tremendous challenge—that of pro- 
viding trained workers to meet the 
need for more Christian workers in a 
day of revivals and vision. Although 
several very fine Christian liberal arts 
colleges were in existence, it was diffi- 
cult to meet the need through estab- 


lished educational agencies. High

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1 is nothing I am more con- 
cerned about just now than that 
God should revive His church in 
America. I believe it is the only hope 
for our republic, for I don’t believe 
that a republican form of government 
can last without righteousness. It 
seems to me that every patriot, every 
man who loves his country, ought to 
be anxious that the church of God 
should be quickened and revived. 

Revivals* are perfectly scriptural. 
In all ages God has been quickening 
His people. I don’t know that they 
had any before the flood; if they had, 
perhaps there wouldn’t have been a 
flood. But they didn’t believe in it, 
and the flood came as the result of 
their wickedness. 

But after the flood, in the days of 
Moses, there was a mighty awakening 
when he was sent down into Egypt to 
bring the children of Israel out of the 
house of bondage. Then from Moses 
right on down, whenever Israel went 
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back into idolatry, God raised up 
prophets and men of God to bring the 
nation back to Him. 

I used to think that I would like to 
have lived in the days of one of those 
prophets; but I have gotten over that, 
because the prophets appeared on the 
scene only when everything was dark 
as midnight, and Israel had fallen 
away from the worship of Jehovah to 
serve the gods of the nations around 
them. Then God used the prophets 
to call His people back. 

It was dark when Samuel appeared. 
Eli’s family had gone astray, the ark 
of God had fallen into the hands of 
the enemy and everything was dark. 
But read those verses in I Samuel 
7:3, 4: 

“And Samuel spake unto all the 
house of Israel, saying, If ye do return 
unto the Lord with all your hearts, 
then put away the strange gods and 
Ashtaroth from among you, and pre- 
pare your hearts unto the Lord, and 
serve him only; and he will deliver 
you out of the hand of the Philistines. 
Then the children of Israel did put 
away Baalim and Ashtaroth, and 


served the Lord only.” Then in the 
eleventh verse we see the result, in 
that Israel smote their enemies. 

It has always been so in the history 
of man. Whenever man has repented 
and put away his idols and served God 
only, then God has come with mighty 
power and driven out the enemy. 

In the days of Elijah midnight dark- 
ness had settled upon the land, and 
God used him to bring about a mighty 
revival. God raised up Jeremiah to 
draw the people back. Some heard 
his voice and took warning, but others 
persisted in living in their sins, saying, 
“We will not walk in the old ways.” 
The result was that they went into 
captivity. 

Every true work of God has always 
had its bitter enemies, of course—not 
only on the outside only, but on the 
inside, as there were in the days of 
Nehemiah. The best work usually 
meets the strongest opposition. A man 
may go into a town and preach for 
ten years with all the eloquence of 
Demosthenes and draw great crowds, 
and if there are no conversions the 
papers will applaud him and a great 
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many fine things will be said about 
him. But let there be a few hundred 
conversions, and the opposition will 
grow as hot as hell can make it. 

It always has been and always will 
be: the nearer a man lives to Christ 
and the more truth he has, the more 
bitter and vile will be the things that 
are said against him by the enemies of 
God. 

Did this world ever have such a 
preacher like John the Baptist, ex- 
cept the Master Himself? Yet how 
bitter the opposition was, not only 
among bad people, but among the so- 
called good men of that time! His 
ministry was very short; but it was 
like a breath of spring after a long 
dark winter’s night. Then came 
Christ with His apostles and did 
great work; yet they met opposition 
everywhere. 

What are some of the objections to 
revivals? One popular objection is: 
Many converts do not hold out. That 
is quite true. If all the people who 
have professed conversion had been 
faithful, we would have had this world 
brought to Christ long before now. 
But you know, I find that some 
ministers and elders and deacons do 
not hold out. That argument against 
revivals does not bear looking into. 
The professed converts did not hold 
out in Christ’s day. In John 6 we read 
that “Many of His disciples went back, 
and walked no more with Him.” 

But suppose that the farmer should 
refuse to sow because all his seed does 
not take root and ripen. Suppose that 
men would not enter business because 
so many business men fail. That is 
the very same argument that people 
bring against revivals: “They don’t 
all hold out.” A child is born, but I 
must not rejoice, because so many 
A man tumbles into the 
river here, and another man jumps in 
and pulls him out. He wants me to 
rejoice, but I cannot, because I am 
afraid he may fall in again! That is 
the strongest argument that people 
bring against revivals. And it doesn’t 
hold. 

Another argument which seems to 
have great weight with many people 
is: There is so much excitement. My 
dear friends, I wish I could see as 
much excitement in the church of God, 
in the work of God, as I see in other 
things! 

If you want excitement, you go to 
some place of amusement. I know of 
a minister who preached a_ very 
eloquent sermon against a_ revival 
meeting that Mr. Sankey and I were 
to hold in Great Britain. The whole 
argument of the sermon was against 
“undue excitement.” But on Friday 
night that same minister had been 
floor manager at a dance and was 
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there until five o’clock on Saturday 
morning! Then I suppose he wrote 
this eloquent sermon against “undue 
excitement in religious meetings!” 

Do you think there was ever a 
country in the wide world stirred as 
Palestine was under the preaching of 
John the Baptist, and of Jesus and His 
apostles? Don’t be afraid of a little 
excitement and a little “sensational- 
ism.” It seems to me that almost any- 
thing is preferable to deadness. There 
is no excitement or sensationalism in 
a graveyard now, but I think there 
will be quite a stir on resurrection 
morning. Where there is life, there | 
will always be a commotion. What 
we need is life! 


+ I believe that if we ask God for a 
real work He won’t give us a counter- 
feit. If we ask God for bread He isn’t 


going to give us a stone. If we have 


counterfeit dollars there must be 
genuine dollars somewhere; and _ if 
there are counterfeit revivals—and the 
devil tries to counterfeit everything— 
we are not going to give up the real 
ones. 

People stretch their necks and say, 
“Where are the people converted in 
that great revival?” 

I don’t know; but I do know that 
they are not going to go around to 
your house and ring the front door 
bell and tell you where they are. If 
you are against revivals, you are the 
last person they will come to. 

Some men in London, who had re- 
turned from India, gave a dinner 
party. Among others who were in- 
vited were a wealthy merchant, who 
was a sceptic, and a foreign mis- 
sionary. During the dinner party they 
brought up the question of native con- 
verts, and the English merchant 
turned up his nose and said: “I have 


lived in India for twenty years, but I | 





have heard more about native con- | 


verts in London than I ever heard in 
India. I never saw one native convert 
all the years I was there.” 

The guests looked for a reply from 
the foreign missionary, but he said 
nothing until later in the evening, 
when he turned to this man and said, 
“Did you ever see any tigers in 
India?” 

The merchant’s face lit up at once. 
“Oh, yes,” he said, “I have not only 


seen them, but I have shot a good | 


many.” 


“That is strange,” said the mis- 


sionary, “I have been in India for 
twenty years and I have never seen a 
tiger.” 

One had been looking for tigers and 
the other for converts. You generally 
get what you look for. 

I was on the Pacific coast for six 
months, and I didn’t go to a place 
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where I didn’t meet people who had 
been converted in Boston, in the Hip- 
podrome in New York, and in Agri- 
cultural Hall or Haymarket Theatre 
or Campbell Hall in London. Every- 
where I found ministers, deacons, 
elders, or Sabbath-school workers 
who had been converted in places 
where I had been. I could doubt my 
existence as easily as I could doubt 
that God not only converts, but keeps. 

Some people have an idea that 
where a great number are brought out 
at one time they are not spiritually 
healthy. I don’t believe a word of it. 
If one or two come into the church 
the minister never thinks of prepar- 
ing a whole sermon for them. But let 
him take in one hundred young con- 
verts and he will get up sermon after 
sermon to build up those young con- 
verts in the faith. Not only that, but 
it will make such a stir that every 
member of the church will be inter- 
ested in helping them 


+ I come to another point, and that is 
our need. When God has revived His 
work there has always been great 
need; it is darkest just before the 
dawn. I think it is getting very dark. 

If I should live ten thousand years 
I couldn’t be a pessimist. I haven't 
any more doubt about the final out- 
come of things than I have of my own 
existence. I believe the sceptre of 
Jesus is going to hold sway to the 
ends of the earth, and the time is com- 
ing when God’s will is to be done on 
earth as it is done in heaven. I believe 
the time is coming when every knee 
will bow and every tongue confess 
Christ. 

I am no pessimist, and I am not 
under the juniper tree, either. If I 
look on the dark side it is to stir you 
up and get you to fighting! 

But it is getting dark; there is no 
doubt about that. Paul says in his sec- 
ond letter to Timothy: “This know 
also, that in the last days perilous 
times shall come. For men shall be 
lovers of their own selves.” 

Is not that true today? Lovers of 
their own selves. Deny it if you can. 
Look at the men who are selfishly pil- 
ing up their millions. “Covetous, 
boasters, proud, blasphemers, disobe- 
dient to parents, unthankful, unholy.” 
Now listen: “Without natural affec- 
tion, trucebreakers, false accusers, in- 
continent, fierce, despisers of those 
that are good.” 

For a year that saying has been 
ringing through the nation, “Remem- 
ber the Maine!” Less than three hun- 
dred men lost their lives on the Maine, 
but every twenty four hours three 
hundred men go down to drunkards’ 
graves in this country! 

“Void of natural affection.” I would 
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rather have a son kill me outright 
than take five years to kill me by 
drink. That is what is going on in this 
country all the time. Instead of crying, 
“Remember the Maine,” I think you 
would better cry, “Remember whis- 
key,” and rise up and put down the 
devilish traffic! 

In four years there were thirty- 
eight thousand five hundred and 
twelve murders in the United States, 
and in the same length of time Eng- 
land had less than six hundred. 
Lynching is unknown in the old coun- 
try, and we are having lynchings by 
the scores and hundreds. Last year 
we had twenty-five thousand divorces.

presidents and cashiers who are in our 
jails and prisons. Do we not need a 
reformation? Hasn’t the time come for 
the children of God to cry out, “O 
God, revive Thy work!” 


+ I must say here that I see hopeful 
signs of a nation-wide revival. 

I believe that you can go into almost 
any audience in America and ask 
those who have been converted in the 
time of a revival to rise, and four- 
fifths of the church members will 
stand up. I have tried it over and over, 
and I have yet to find one place where 
it is not so. 

Another thing that encourages me is 
that there has come a hush on the 
meetings during the last six months 
that I haven’t seen for a number of 
years. God is coming very near us. 
I believe we are on the eve of a mighty 
work if we will just rise and claim it.

HE greatest heights to which a 

Christian can attain is to be an 

instrument of God in effectively 
changing lives—changing them from 
self and sin to Jesus Christ. 

It’s true, you can do your part in 
this by praying and giving, in support 
of the Lord’s ministers and mission- 
aries. But the Lord has likewise called 
each and every one of us to personally 
witness for Him. When He left us the 
great commission to “preach the gos- 
pel to every creature” (Mark 16:15), 
He certainly must have meant that 
we are to speak to every one we pos- 
sibly can reach personally, as well as 
to supply the means to send others 
forth with the message. 

You may say, along with many 
others, that this is one thing you can- 
not do. But have you ever stopped to 
consider why it is that you can speak 
to others on almost any other subject 
and not about Christ? Is it not pride 
which keeps you from witnessing for 
your Lord? Perhaps you are fearful 
that some one will present you with a 
question or argument which you are 
not able to answer, and that would 
hurt your pride. Or maybe you are 
afraid of what this person might say 
about you after you have witnessed 
to him or her. But is it not simply 
pride that causes you to fear ridicule 
or persecution, even though it is for 
the sake of your Lord?

These are real problems for all of 
us. The question is, how to overcome 
them. In regard to answering difficult 
questions or arguments, the answer is, 
you will learn by doing. If you will 
begin to witness for Christ, you will 
be driven to find the answers to the 
arguments of the unsaved, and to look 
for answers to their questions. As 
gradually you learn the answers, you 
will not be defeated the next time 
those same arguments and questions 
are presented. And—almost invari- 
ably—people ask about the same ques- 
tions and use nearly the same argu- 
ments. 

Don’t wait until you are well versed 
in the Bible and have all the answers. 
Indeed, one good way to study your 
Bible is to have your mind full of 
questions for which you are seeking 
answers. Begin witnessing for Christ 
right away. For even a new Christian 
needs to know only three verses of 
Scripture in order to witness for 
Christ effectively. Let us review 
them one at a time, in sequence. 


+ Tue first Scripture to use is Ro- 
mans 3:23: “All have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God.” 

This verse shows that everyone is a 
sinner. No one is excepted. That 
means that every person you speak to 
has sinned and has therefore come 
short of being able to enter heaven 





and dwell with God forever. The first 
thing I seek to do is to get the person 
to whom I am witnessing thoroughly 
convinced of the fact that he is a sin- 
ner. Conviction of sin is, of course, the 
work of the Holy Spirit, but He uses 
the Word and the witness to accom- 
plish that work. 

The next Scripture to use is Romans 
6:23: “The wages of sin is death; but 
the gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” 

Quote only the first part of this 
verse, to begin with, after the person 
is convinced that he is a sinner. Show 
him by the first part of this verse what 
will happen to him because of his sin. 
Emphasize that the death spoken of 
here is the “second death,” that is, 
separation from God in judgment. For 
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You can give an effective 


witness for Christ 


by using only three verses of Scripture

after the person is convinced of his 
being a sinner, he must be convinced 
of his terrible lost state, which is the 
inevitable result of his sin. 

Following that, quote to him the last 
part of Romans 6:23: “... but the gift 
of God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” You are beginning 
now to show him that there is hope 
for him even though he is a sinner. 
And that hope is in Christ the Saviour. 

Follow that verse up almost im- 
mediately with the third verse in the 
sequence, John 3:16: “For God so 
loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life.” 

You can lead souls to Christ by us- 
ing just those three verses! 

It may be that you will want a 
scripture to use in connection with 
John 3:16 in explaining what it means 
to “believe” on the Son of God. I 
ordinarily use Acts 16:31: “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved.” I go on to explain that 
to be saved one must first believe on 
Christ as Lord. There must be true 
repentance for past sin, and receiving 
Christ as Lord and Master. Note Mat- 
thew 7: 21-23 and I John 2:3-5 on this. 

The name Jesus means Savior. They 
must put their faith in Jesus as the 
One who can save them and forgive 
their sins.

The word Christ means the Anoint- 
ed One, One who has all power. Jesus 
said, “All power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth” (Matthew 28: 
18). We must believe that by His 
power He can forgive our sins, change 
our lives and bring us to heaven. 


+ Don’t be discouraged if you don’t 
always get a decision for the Lord 
from the one to whom you witness. 
The Lord has commanded us to 
“preach the Word.” Our task is to be 
witnesses for Him; in due time He 
will bring forth fruit from the seed. 

One way to stop useless arguments 
and questions is to ask the person this 
question: “Has anyone ever explained 
to you, in a way that you could really 
understand, what the Bible actually 
teaches about HOW you can receive 
everlasting life?” 

Almost invariably the person will 
think for a moment and answer, “No.” 

Then tell them that if they will give 
you just about ten minutes, or even 
less, you will explain it to them in 
such a simple way that they will never 
again need to say that they don't 
understand. By using the three or four 
verses I have given you, you can then 
give a full and simple presentation of 
God’s plan for their salvation. As you 
use these few verses the Lord will, 
no doubt, bring to mind other verses 
that you can weave in. 


Of course, your daily reading of the 
Bible and your communion with the 


Lord in prayer will give the 


strength and wisdom to constantly in- 


you 
crease in effective witnessing. 


+ Be assured, the Lord can use you 
to win souls to Christ! And many to 
whom you thought you had witnessed 
in vain will be in glory because of 
your faithfulness in sowing the seed. 

Don’t waste another day. Talk to 
everyone you possibly can about the 
Lord. Heaven’s joys will be yours in 
greater measure according to your 
faithfulness and zeal. Daniel 12:3 
states: “They that be wise shall shine 
as the brightness of the firmament; 
and they that turn many to righteous- 
ness [to Christ and right living] as 
the stars for ever and ever.” Your life 
will be full in living and witnessing for 
Him, and God’s blessings will abound 
toward you forever in His coming, 
everlasting kingdom. 

Right now is your time and mine 
to live a life wholly and actively con- 
secrated to the Lord. We have only 
one life to live. It can be invested or 
wasted. Only what’s done for Christ 
will last. You may have lost out in 
many things in this life, but make sure 
you don’t lose out in obtaining the 
great place that can be yours in His 
coming Kingdom through a constant 
Serve with zeal! END 
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witness.

FOR SUCH A TIME AS 


op has always raised up certain 

J individuals for a particular place 
in history. Joseph was raised up for 
his day, David for his. Daniel was 
God’s nomination for prime minister, 
by way of the prisoners’ barracks. To 
Queen Esther came the call of God 
through her cousin Mordecai: “Who 
knoweth whether thou art come to the 
kingdom for such a time as this?” 
(Esther 4:14). With the clear light 
of centuries shining on the story, we 
are sure that Queen Esther was God’s 
provision for the needs and crises of 
her people. 

One person—and God uses that one 
to affect the many. There was just 
one Abraham, just one Elijah, just one 
Peter, just one Paul, just one Augus- 
tine, just one Luther, just one Moody, 
just one Hudson Taylor. And there is 
just one you! 

Have you ever thought what your 
life might mean to those whom you 
can influence—either for good or for 
evil? One Ahab—and a nation sunk 
in idolatry. One Josiah—and a nation 
led in revival! Who knoweth whether 
thou art come to the kingdom for such 
a time as this? 

But, you say, who am I? Moses 
said the same: “Lord, I am not elo- 
quent.” Gideon was far from con- 
vinced by the angelic commission: 
‘“Wherewith shall I save Israel? I am 
the least in my father’s house.” John 
the Baptist, busy about his God-given 
ministry, had no time to spare to 
reflect on his greatness; yet of him 
the Lord declared, “Among them that 
are born of women there hath not 
risen a greater...” (Matt. 11:11). 

God is looking for those who will 
allow Him to work through them. “I 
sought for a man among them,” He 
says, “that should make up the hedge, 
and stand in the gap befor«- me for the 
land, that I should not destroy it: but 
I found none” (Ezek. 22:30). “Run 
ye to and fro through the streets of 
Jerusalem, and see now if ye can find 
a man, if there be any that executeth

judgment, that seeketh the truth; and 
I will pardon it [the whole city]” 
(Jer. 5:1). 

Who can forget Moses’ prayer, 
burning with the eloquence of a des- 
perate heart? “Oh, this people have 
sinned a great sin, and have made 
them gods of gold. Yet now, if thou 
wilt forgive their sin—and if not, blot 
me, I pray thee, out of thy book” (Ex. 
32:32). God looks for someone who 
will stand between Him and a city— 
or even a whole nation. And that 
someone could be you. 


+ RESPONSIBILITY is implicit in the 
Christian message. The believer is 
responsible for himself and his rela- 
tion to God’s truth: “Take heed to 
thyself and to the doctrine . . . so then 
every one of us shall give account of 
himself to God.” The believer also is 
responsible for his brother: “Judge 
this rather, that no man put a stum- 
blingblock or an occasion to fall in his 
brother’s way.” And the believer is 
responsible for his world: “God is not 
willing that any should perish, but 
that all should come to repentance... 
Go ye therefore.” 

The Christian is to make a difference 
in his world, as long as he is in it. Our 
Lord said to His disciples, “Ye are the 
light of the world ... ye are the salt 
of the earth.” He also said, “As long 
as I am in the world, I am the light of 
the world ... as my Father hath sent 
me, even so send I you.” 

Above all, we who are privileged to 
enjoy a great deal of light and liberty 
certainly are more responsible under 
God than those who are less favored. 
It is about time that fat, sleek, easy- 
going American believers take stock 
of their situation, and faced their duty 
to the rest of the world! “For unto 
whomsoever much is given, of him 
shall be much required” (Luke 12: 48). 


+ For such a time as this... ? What 
kind of time do we live in? Basically, 
the world, the flesh and the devil are

no different from what they were in 
other centuries. Sinful human nature 
is still predictably selfish, anti-God 
and anti-good. Human personality in 
the raw is still “filled with malice and 
envy, hateful, and hating one another.” 
We need not expect the world to love 
us Christians when it hates our Christ. 
We need not expect the great men of 
our day to come flocking to the Cross; 
“not many wise men after the flesh, 
not many mighty, not many noble” 
respond to His call. 

Some __ characteristics, however, 
seem to belong especially to the day 
in which we live. One is that it is a 
confused time. No one seems sure of 
anything. Having thrown out au- 
thoritarian religion, together with 
faith and belief in the inspiration of 
the Word of God, modern educators 
and scientists have fallen a prey to the 
philosophy of tentativeness—thinking 
that what is true today may not be 
true tomorrow. Since some new sput- 
nik may loom up over our horizon and 
change all our concepts. 

Even in religious circles many are 
hiding their confusion under the guise 
of “having an open mind.” The per- 
son with religious convictions is ac- 
cused of being a bigot. The New 
Testament believer who knows what 
—and Whom—he believes is labeled 
as naive, obstructionist and reac- 
tionary. 

Yet it is the open-minded who suc- 
cumb the quickest under pressure of 
mind and spirit. Hunter says it was 
the men who were college and uni- 
versity trained in having “an open 
mind” who collapsed the soonest 
under the pressures of communist 
brainwashing. They weren’t sure of 
anything—so they had nothing to live 
or die for. Luke says that in the end 
time “there shall be . . . upon the earth 
distress of nations, with perplexity” 
(21:25). 

Christians do well to identify this 
characteristic of the age in which we 
live and decide where they stand in 
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relation to it. Because others are 
confused and are surrendering, one by 
one, the principles for which our 
fathers stood and which they affirmed 
with their own blood, does it follow 
logically that we too must be just as 
confused and that we must give in to 
the drift of a godless world? Never! 

It is the enemy that whispers, “Sur- 
render... give up.” It is the Spirit 
of God speaking through the believer 
Who says, “None of these things move 
me, neither count I my life dear unto 
myself, so that I might finish my 
course with joy, and the ministry, 
which I have received of the Lord 
Jesus, to testify the gospel of the grace 
of God” (Acts. 20:24). 

So others are confused? Let them 
be. You stand for something! You 
are somebody—a child of the King! 
You know Him through the miracle 
of the New Birth! You talk to God 
every day, and He talks to you! Your 
steps are divinely guided, and your 
life is divinely protected, so that noth- 
ing evil can harm you! Your stand- 
ards of life are already set by a Holy 
God, and forever settled in His Word 
—good enough to live and die by! 

Let the world wobble on its founda- 
tions; you stand firm on the solid 
Rock, Jesus Christ. Let others won- 
| der what to believe—you make sure 
| that you know what and Whom you 

believe . . . and that you believe it 
| strongly enough to stake your very 
life on it! 

History has never been written by 
discussions. People who like to hear 
the sound of their own voices rarely 
can be counted upon to lead a falter- 
ing humanity out of its troubles. It is 
the Bible-based stalwart who dares to 
say, “Sirs, I believe God!” that makes 

| all the difference in the midnight of a 
shipwrecked world. Thou art come 
for such a time as this!

They are all with us today. 

There are the fallen-away. Luke 
18:8 asks the plaintive question, 
“When the Son of man cometh, shall 
He find faith on the earth?” And 
Matthew 24: 12 flatly says that the love 
of many shall wax cold. One would 
have to admit that for most evangel- 
icals about the only thing we know of 
sacrifice is how to spell it. A drifting 
coldness, like the imperceptible chill- 


ing of the blood before death by freez- 
ing, is sweeping over the visible 
church. Much religion... little heart, 

There are the forsaken. Inquity 
shall abound, Matthew says. Paul 
paints the horrible picture of people 
so wedded to their sin that they call 
black white and call wrong right. 
Dialectic materialism is simply the 
logic of the damned—put in a book! 
God is forced to forsake such people. 
“God gave them up,” says Romans 
1:24, 26, 28. 

Every so often the FBI warns that 
crime is increasing. But we have 
lived with a rising crime rate for so 
long that we count it like rising prices 
—inevitable—and go on living with it. 
Standards are sagging, morals vanish- 
ing, and godlessness is taught to our 
society in little doses through mass 
communication media. We are living 
to see the day when God is turning 
His back on people who have forsaken 
Him. “The wicked shall be turned 
into hell, and all the nations that for- 
get God.” 

Yes, it is a corrupt day we live in. 
But what about you, child of God? 
Thou art come to the kingdom for just 
such a time as this! 

Others are false. Do you have to 
be? No! Paul says, “Be henceforth 
no more children, tossed to and fro, 
and carried about with every wind of 
doctrine . . . but speaking the truth 
in love, may grow up into Him in all 
things, which is the head, even Christ 
... Walk not as other Gentiles walk, 
in the vanity of their mind, having 
given themselves over unto lascivious- 
ness, to work all uncleanness with 
greediness” (Eph. 4:14, 15, 17). Some- 
one has to be true, no matter how 


many counterfeits there are! You be 
that someone! 
Others are fallen away. Should 


you? No! “Hold fast that which thou 
hast, that no man take thy crown” 
(Rev. 3:11). The secret of avoiding 
apostasy is not fighting apostasy, but 
fighting sin and Satan with the sword 
of the Spirit—the Word of God! If 
more apostasy hunters would take 
unto them the whole armor of God 
and go out after lost souls, rebuking 
sin and Satan, we would soon have a 
different climate in the church of the 
Living God! “Take unto you the 
whole armor of God, that ye may be 
able to withstand in the evil day, and 
having done all, to stand” (Eph. 6:13).

+ WE live also in a challenging time. 
These are terrifying days—catastrophe 
is just a heartbeat away.

People are losing their minds through 
sheer panic... “for fear, and for look- 
ing after those things which are com- 
ing on the earth.” Many a heart at- 
tack is being induced by constant fear, 
that brings the tension that stops the 
beating of life in the breast. 

And yet, for the child of God who 
is walking in the will of God, there is 
—or ought to be—perfect peace and 
an opportunity for service such as he 
has never known before. Are people 
afraid? He has the antidote to fear: 
One, a Person, who says, “I will never 
leave thee nor forsake thee” (Heb. 
13:5). Is there danger in the air? 
Jesus, our Almighty Saviour says,

Your personality must always be 
plugged in to the heavenly switch- 
board! 

And through it all, God is willing to 
tie His Almightiness to your faith. 
Make your plans and your prayers big 
enough for God to get into! Specialize 
in believing and obeying God in your 
own life—leave the projection of it 
across the world to Him.

UNIT FIVE 


Al’ ‘THE FEAS 
OF ‘TABERNACL 


HE first few verses of John 7 show 

how the tension had mounted dur- 
ing the ministry of the Lord Jesus. 
Opposition to Him was centered in 
Judea (“Jewry,” 7:1, A.V.). His 
brothers (who are named in Matthew 
13:55) had not yet put their faith in 
Him (7:5). They taunted Him cruelly 
about His absence from the religious 
center of the nation. 

In reply the Lord Jesus did not say 
that He would not go to Jerusalem at 
all. He said, “I go not up yet unto this 
feast; for my time is not yet full come” 
(7:8). 

An interesting sidelight to be noted 
in various places in the Gospel is 
John’s use of the term “Jews” to refer 
primarily to the religious leaders of 
the nation (see particularly 7:13). 

Having come to Jerusalem at His 
own appointed time, the Lord Jesus 
began to teach in the temple (7:14). 
Evidently controversy was still raging 
about the healing that He had per- 
formed on a Sabbath day during His 
previous visit (7:23). All through 
the Gospel record the clear implica- 
tion is that the Lord Jesus cannot but 
be a controversial figure. If this is 
true of ordinary human leaders, how 
much more so of Him! Sides must be 
chosen. Ultimately one can be only 
for or against Him. Note the widely 
varying opinions among the troubled 
populace as described in this chapter. 

Near the beginning of His ministry 
the Lord had spoken of His “hour” 
which had not yet come (2:4). The 
thought is repeated here. Underlying

the stirring events of this most crucial 
time in all the world’s history was the 
sovereign purpose of God: 

’ “Then they sought to take him: but 
no man laid hands on him, because his 
hour was not yet come” (7:30). 

On the last day of the week-long 
Feast of Tabernacles the Lord Jesus 
gave a triumphant invitation: 

“If any man thirst, let him come 
unto me, and drink” (7:37). Coupled 
with this invitation was a promise of 
fullness of life and power through the 
Holy Spirit (7:38, 39). 

The reaction of many of the people 
shows how possible it is to be factually 
correct without interpreting the facts 
correctly. They were right in their 
contention that the Messiah, as proph- 
esied in the Old Testament (Micah 
5:2), must come from Bethlehem 
(7:42); but they completely failed to

connect the Lord Jesus with Bethle- 
hem, simply because of His associa- 
tions with Nazareth in Galilee. Real 
faith need not be blind; it ought, in 
fact, to investigate the whole of a 
situation, not just the superficial ap- 
pearance. 

Nicodemus is seen here for the sec- 
ond time in John. He attempts to 
apply reason in the case, but his asso- 
ciates are moved by unreasoning 
hatred. “Out of Galilee ariseth no 
prophet,” they sneer, conveniently 
overlooking Jonah, a native of Gath- 
hepher, a town in lower Galilee 
(II Kings 14:25). Possibly the enemies 
of Christ overlooked other Galilean 
prophets. They certainly overlooked 
or ignored the great prophecy in 
Isaiah concerning the Messiah’s con- 
nections with Galilee (Isa. 9:1-7). 


+ Tue twelve verses from 7:53 through 
8:11 are not found in some of the old- 
est manuscripts and are consequently 
questioned by many Bible students. 
This is a difficult and exceedingly 
complicated textual problem, and the 
evidence for the genuineness of the 
passage is not clear. While the present 
writer accepts the verses as genuine, 
he recognizes that this is not a ques- 
tion involving doctrinal orthodoxy and 
would be hesitant to base any teach- 
ing upon this passage alone. 
Certainly we are not to understand 
that the Lord Jesus condoned im- 
morality, but that He manifested for- 
giveness toward the truly repentant.

Did you know that the average American minister’s 
salary has failed to keep up with the cost of living? 
Perhaps this is why the National Council of Churches 
has found two-thirds of our more than 200,000 ministers 
living in debt. 

Consider three basic points. In the first place, a 
minister is an educated professional man who must pay 
for the equipment and continued training needed to 
meet the demands of his occupation and the civic leader- 
ship he assumes to do his job better. Second, he is almost 
always a husband and father who must provide for his 
family. Third, he is an individual—a person as yourself 
—who needs the time and things which complement and 
recreate his working abilities and talents. 


All of these cost money he seldom has. Recent figures 
compiled by the National Council of Churches place the 
average minister’s salary more than a dollar an hour 
below what the average painter makes. And the minister 
has no 40-hour week. In fact, if a painter works 60 hours 
in one week (as his minister so often does) he would 
receive $228.90 according to Department of Labor statis- 
tics. Working the hours he does, a minister would earn 
over $1,000 a month as a painter. 


Inflation, too, cripples the minister’s income. Na- 
tional Council of Churches’ figures show that the incomes 
of clergymen have increased 105% since 1939. But in 
the same time the U.S. News and World Report charts a 
149% increase in the cost of living, including taxes.

not the Father of all men. Early in 
our study we saw the truth that those | 
who believe in the Lord Jesus become 
children of God (1:12), being born | 
into His family. Since this is so, then | 
those who reject Christ are not God’s | 
children. 
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seems to be a sneering reference to 
illegitimate birth (8:41), for no doubt | 
such rumors always dogged His foot- 
steps, and the facts of the virgin birth 
could not have been made known fully 
at that time. Later they accused Him 
of being a Samaritan, and a demon- | 


Christ against Him was terrible. There | 
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possessed one at that (8:48). Then 





they asserted, by means of questions, 
that He was inferior to their “father” 
Abraham (8:53). 

The Lord Jesus in response told 
them that Abraham rejoiced in His 
day (8:56). They always twisted His 
words, but they knew what He meant. 
He had seen Abraham, for He was— 
and is—the eternal One (see: 8:58). 

From their point of view they might 
well have taken up stones to throw at 
Him (8:59), for they had no doubt 
that He had spoken blasphemous 
words, and the penalty for blasphemy 
was death. This was no mere play on 
words in which the Lord Jesus in- 
dulged. This was a deliberate and 
definite claim to deity. Every Jew 
would recognize the allusion to the 
ineffable Name, explained by God to | 
Moses at the burning bush (Exodus 
3:14). Not only could He state His 
eternity in this way—as the I AM— 
but He was also declaring His God- 
hood.

IN THE SrTruDYT 


The Tragedy of False Interpretations 


A FEW years ago when traveling in 
a car from London to the South of 
England, as we passed through the 
town of Gillingham (a place I had 
never before seen), we saw a huge, 
ornately-decorated though somewhat 
grotesque building that clearly showed 
itself to have been abandoned some 
years before. It was sort of a shell of 
a building, and—we thought—a struc- 
ture that had never been finished. I 
do not know why, but the moment I 
saw the building I had a feeling of 
looking upon something that was evil 
—something that stood as a testimony 
not simply to a dream never fulfilled, 
but of an attempt on the part of some- 
one to erect a monument to some cult 
of wicked claims. 

Inquiry at two or three nearby 
stores gave us no information at all. 
There was no time to go to a public 
library to ask further about the build- 
ing, so I continued to wonder what 
was behind this. At last I have the 
volume that gives the information—a 
book which I did not know of until 
a few weeks ago: I have read it with 
the greatest of interest. 

The book is entitled, Past Finding 
Out, with the subtitle, “The Tragic 
Story of Joanna Southcott and Her 
Successors,” by the well - known 
church historian, G. R. Balleine, and 
published in 1956 by the Society for 
Promoting Christian Knowledge, Lon- 
don. I hope my readers will not con- 
clude that I have perverted tastes 
when I say that I have not read any- 
thing so interesting for a long time. 

If one opens the Dictionary of Na- 
tional Biography, he will find after 
the name of Joanna Southcott, at the 
beginning of the biographical sketch, 
the word “impostor.” The book states, 
by the way, that in 1913 the South- 
cottians persuaded the National Por- 
trait Gallery to remove the word “im-

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postor” from the painting of Joanna 
Southcott and substitute the word 
“prophetess.” 

It is not necessary here to review 
her life in detail, which, from a moral 
standpoint, was quite honorable. No 
scandal was ever attached to her 
name, unless we can speak of self- 
deception as scandalous. In her early 
forties (she was born in 1750), she 
began to hear “voices,” one of which 
said, “The Lord is awakened cut of 
sleep. He will terribly shake the 
earth.” The author’s discussion of the 
significance of “voices” in the experi- 
ences of mystics down through the 
ages is very illuminating. 

Well, the Apostle John tells us that 
we are to try the spirits whether they 
be of God or not, and it would have 
been a good thing if Joanna had fol- 
lowed this admonition. Actually, when 
some of her prophecies did not come 
true, she became terribly depressed: 
she thought at times that perhaps she 
had been deceived by Satan, as she 
certainly was. And then some new 
revelation would come, and she would 
keep on multiplying her books and 
erowing in influence. 

Some of the claims of Joanna South- 
cott were not just ridiculous and un- 
founded, but they were at times also 
quite blasphemous. She finally came 
to the conclusion that she was the 
Bride of Christ spoken of in the Book 
of Revelation. She claimed that a voice 
had said to her, as early as 1794, “Now 
I'll tell thee who thou art—the true 
and faithful Bride.” 

At the end of her life the greatest 
tragedy of all occurred, a judgment 
of God indeed: At the age of sixty- 
four she had come to the conclusion 
that, miraculously, she would con- 
ceive and give birth to a son who was 
to be called Shiloh, from Genesis 
49:10. Other false prophets of a previ- 
ous century had claimed to be this 
Shiloh, but she now became convinced 
that the Messiah was to be born of 
her. By this time she had a great 
following, not only in England, but in 


America and elsewhere. These de- 
ceived thousands became tremen- 
dously excited when she announced 
in 1814 that her Voice had declared, 
“This year, in the sixty-fifth year of 
thy age, thou shalt bear a son by the 
power of the Most High.” 

Now the remarkable thing is, that 
after a few months she began to show 
signs, it was thought, of pregnancy. 
She was examined by a number of 
doctors, some of them of the highest 
repute, and the majority declared that 
she was pregnant. Of course, in those 
days there were no X-rays, and such 
a diagnosis could be wrong. We now 
know, and I do not need to go into 
details here, that it is possible for a 
woman to think she is pregnant, and 
to have this conviction exercise such 
an influence over her that for awhile 
she begins to show signs of an ap- 
parent pregnancy. Well, the time came 
and went for her to be delivered of 
child, and no child was born. Con- 
fined to bed, she bitterly confessed, 
“It all appears delusion.”” On Decem- 
ber 27 she died, apparently with a 
broken heart. A thorough post-mor- 
tem not on:y failed to show any preg- 
nancy, but failed to show any ab- 
normal growth of any kind. With this, 
many of her followers lost faith with 
the entire movement. 

Now began a struggle for power 
among some of the leaders of her 
group. One George Turner called him- 
self the Herald of Shiloh, and made a 
prediction that an earthquake would 
shake England January 28, 1817, ful- 
filling Revelation 6:12. He told his 
followers to send no letters and pay 
no taxes. In fact, some of them even 
threw money out the window as 
worthless coins on the night that 
England was to be convulsed. This day 
also passed without England suffering 
the convulsions of the last days. Then 
he said that Shiloh would appear 
April 10, 1821, but that day also came 
and went without Shiloh’s appearing. 
Crushed with disappointment, he also 
took to his bed and soon died.

“In the Bible, whenever coals are 
mentioned, charcoal is meant, since 
coal was unknown in Palestine in 
those times. Hebrew has three words, 
to signify black charcoal, glowing 
coals and half-burnt embers. The 
texts allude, for instance, to the bread 
being baked, to the cauldron being 
heated' over a glowing fire, to the 
charcoal used by the blacksmith, and 
to the broom, the roots of which give a 
charcoal of high calorific value;* this 
is still sold today by some Arabs. 
Charcoal was also burnt in the 
braziers used for heating.” The Gospel 
of John speaks of charcoal fires, one 


warming those grouped around it, an- 


other used for cooking fish.’ 

“Many texts mention the glowing or 
dead embers in a figurative sense, in 
various metaphors.’ And the typical 
expression ‘to heap burning coals on 
his head,’ used in Proverbs and 


| quoted by St. Paul,” has become pro- 


verbial. The Arabs have analogous 
sayings; for them, for instance, great 
anxieties are ‘burning coals of the 
heart.’ 

“In Isaiah 6.6 and I Kings 19.6, con- 


trary to certain translations, a ‘slow- 


ing stone’ is really meant.” As will 
be noticed in the above quotation, the 
articles are valuable in that they con- 
tain so many Scripture references. 
There are no bibliographies, and only 
rarely is any book referred to in any 


| article. Some of the articles are in- 
| ferior to those in other one-volume 


Bible dictionaries, as, for example, 
those on blindness, cave, cross, fish, 
iron, lamp, linen, pottery, punishment, 


| tent, trades and water. For some 
| strange reason there are no articles 


here on the subject of burial, death or 
grave, though there is an article on 
coffin, even though the article states 
that neither in the Old Testament or 
in the New Testament is a coffin ever 
referred to. But there is a long article 
on tomb, and there should have been 
some cross references to it. What 


| surprises me most is the absence of 


articles on most of the parts of the 
human body, some of which are re- 
ferred to in the Bible hundreds of 


| times. There is an article on earring, 


but nothing on the ear, nor arm, feet, 
eye, etc., and there is no article on the 
very important matter of blood.

school education was not free as it is 
today, and attending college and semi- 
nary was financially impossible for the 


majority of young people desiring to | 


serve the Lord. 

As always, God had his men ready 
to step forward with new ideas. In 
1882, A. B. Simpson of New York City, 
burdened by the need for more work- 
ers on home and foreign mission fields, 
established the New York Missionary 
Training College, now Nyack Mis- 
sionary College. In 1886, Dwight L. 
Moody, layman-evangelist, organized 
the Chicago Evangelization Society, 
now Moody Bible Institute. 
was begun what Frank E. Gaebelein 
has called “a distinctly new emphasis 

. in our Christian schools of higher 
education.” 

Simpson’s burden was mainly in the 
direction of providing more mis- 
sionaries. Moody wanted to train 
“sap men,” Christian laymen taught in 
the English Bible and methods of 
Christian work. The emphasis in the 
schools founded by these men of God 
was not so much on traditional educa- 
tion procedures as it was on changed 


lives, determined workers and men of | 


deep faith. 

Once begun, the movement rapidly 
gained momentum. By 1910, some 
thirty other schools had been estab- 
lished. During the years 1931-1949 
alone, some ninety similar schools 
were founded. Today there are 236 
Bible Institutes and Bible Colleges in 
the United States and Canada. 


Through the years many changes | 
adaptations to current | 


have come; 
trends have been made and newer 
techniques and materials introduced. 
Several schools have added practical 
auxiliary training to the curriculum, 
such as the training of airplane pilots, 
basic courses in medicine, and inten- 
sified studies in linguistics.

Independent and _ interdenomina- 
tional missionary work is more diffi- 
cult to trace than denominational. By 
1900, a new educational movement 
was under way and developing Bible 
Institutes began to provide zealous 
Christian workers for the world’s mis- 
sion fields. Some of these were as- 
similated by the denominations in 
their various mission enterprises. 
Others, as independents, sought to 
help existing denominational efforts 
without actually uniting with them. 
As denominational missions moved 
more from evangelism to institutional- 
ism and from frontier to urban ef- 
fort, independent missionaries and 
mission boards pushed into the vacu- 
um of rural or neglected areas with 
true soul-winners’ concern and vision. 
Today, as a result, denominational 
societies, independent missions and 





individual workers are all ministering | 


in the recognized missionary areas of 
the United States. 

While any soul-winning effort in 
this country might properly be termed 
“home missions,” certain geographical 
locations and population segments are 
generally considered home mission 
fields.

ment progressed? Each denomina- 
tional home mission society would be 
a study in itself. The extensive work 
done by them throughout the United 
States must not be under-evaluated. 
During the last seventy-five years, 
however, 2 new force has been felt in 
home missions, as evangelicals from 
both denominational and unaffiliated 
churches have formed a mighty army 
of workers. 

Approximately two hundred home 
missionary agencies of an independent 
nature are known to exist in the 
United States not including Jewish 
and or- 


missions, rescue missions, 
ganized youth works. Fifty of these 
hold membership in the National 


Home Missions Fellowship. Individual 
membership is held by several hun- 
dred missionaries working in twenty- 
nine states. 

Through this organization’s publica- 
tions, annual conferences, regional 
meetings and public relations, the 
cause of home missions has been 
greatly advanced, and the American 
Christian public has been given new 
insight and confidence with respect to 
the entire program of independent 
home missions. 

Member organizations perform 
every conceivable kind of Christian 
service. Public school visitation, chil- 
dren’s homes, Bible clubs, camps, 
Bible institutes, Christian academies, 
direct witnessing, church establishing, 
Bible conferences, radio, rehabilita- 
tion, child evangelism and a host of 
other ministries make up the twen- 
tieth century’s home missionary pro- 
gram. 

Men and women of high spiritual, 
mental and physical quality 
needed. These qualities must have 
focus; the home missionary must 
know what he needs to accomplish and 
how to accomplish it. Talents are al- 
ways highly individualized; some are 
at their best ministering to children, 
others teaching adult classes. In most 
instances, however, the home mis- 
sionary envisions his service as con- 
tributing to an abiding work for the 
Lord by the ultimate formation of a 
strong local assembly of Bible believ- 
ing Christians.

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comparatively small—less than 5 per 
cent of the number serving today. 
There were, however, some out- 
standing dedicated servants of God on 
the mission field in the latter part of 
the eighteenth century and through 
the nineteenth century. These in- 
cluded William Cary, who went to 
India; Robert Morrison, to China; 
Adoniram Judson, to Burma; Robert 
Moffat, to the Hottentots of Africa; 
David Livingstone, to Africa; J. Hud- 
son Taylor, to China; Mary Slessor to 
the cannibals of Calabar, Africa; 
Jonathan Goforth, to North China; 


Charles T. Studd, first to China and | 
later to Africa; Fredrik Franson, with | 


world-wide vision; and Malla Moe, to 
South Africa. 

In the 1880’s Great Britain and other 
parts of Europe, as well as parts of the 
United States, were blessed with a 
spirit of revival. D.L. Moody’s evan- 
gelistic campaigns were reaping a 
harvest of souls. Newly converted 
young people needed opportunity to 
study God’s Word in preparation for 
Christian service. Thus Mr. Moody 
was led of the Lord to bring into being 
the Bible institute which now bears 
his name. 

Since those days God has permitted 
the world to undergo many drastic 
changes. We live in an age of tremen- 
dous technical and scientific achieve- 
ment. Now as never before we should 
be able, in a brief period of time, to 
reach every tribe and nation with the 
message of redemption. Increased 
literacy in underdeveloped areas, the 
potential of the printed page, improve- 
ment of living conditions, tremendous 
opportunities made available through 
radio, and speedy means of communi- 
cation and travel all enhance the pos- 
sibilities of evangelizing the world in 
a very short time. 

Considering the extreme difficulties 
of travel and the lack of other con- 
veniences, the missionaries of the last 
century did a noble work for God. 
Today, with modern inventions, med- 
ical aid, speed and convenience in 
travel and more thorough academic 
and Bible training, with many new 
available means for spreading the 
Gospel by word of mouth and through 
the printed page, the Christian church 
stands in a very challenging position. 

The Lord’s return must be near. 
Signs of His coming multiply. Let us 
be much in prayer that Christian Bible 
schools and colleges and seminaries 
will continue strong training programs 
for missionary candidates. The hour 
is late and the need for more workers 
is great. Keeping our eyes on the 
goal, we must press toward the mark: 
“This gospel must first be published 
among all nations” (Mark 13:10).

Biblical Preaching 


THE ESSENTIAL NATURE OF NEW TESTAMENT PREACHING, 
by Robert H. Mounce (Eerdmans, Grand Rapids, 168 pages, $3.50) 


HROUGHOUT this scholarly work Dr. 

Mounce uses the Greek term 
kerygma to signify the essential mes- 
sage of the gospel. He sees authority, 
urgency and joy as characterizing the 
preaching of the Bible, including the 
prophets, John the Baptist, Jesus and 
the apostles. He feels that the sub- 


| stance of the message cannot be di- 
| vorced from the action of the preach- 


ing into which these qualities enter. 

The main thrust of the book, how- 
is the matter of the preaching; 
the purpose of the writer is to track 


, down the original content of the New 
| Testament gospel. He finds it in the 


earliest preaching of the church in 
statements regarding the person, the 
resurrection, and the redemptive 
work of Christ. He believes there are 
traces of this primitive kerygma in 
the epistles of Paul, in what he re- 
gards as catechetical and liturgical 
passages, such as I Corinthians 15:3-5 
and Philippians 2:5-11. 

Dr. Mounce traces each item of the 
primitive message back to Christ 
Himself, showing that the gospel was

When we come to the 
last chapter, there is traceable some- 
thing of the neo-orthodox influence. 
Many will hesitate to apply sacra- 
mental terms to the act of preaching, 
as Dr. Mounce does. At the same time, 
it is refreshing to come across a view 
of preaching that lifts it from the 
degradation into which it is too often 
dragged in these careless days.—J. C.

4:26, and earlier, Abel’s worship being 
Christian in spirit if not in name. 

The volume abounds with state- 
ments that cry for definitions, or at 
least for clarification. “It is a short- 
sighted idea to suppose that Noah and 
his family . . . knew nothing about 
Christianity.” “By the time of Abra- 
ham the Church was probably small, 
but nonetheless in existence.” “In 
the [Israelitish] age . . . ritual was the 
only way in which Christianity could 
have been successfully taught. .. . It 
was not something different from 
Christianity, as some vainly suppose.” 
“Worship by sacrifice was, and still 
is, Christian worship.” 

Christianity is defined as “true reli- 
gion in any age and any country.” The 
author makes an absolute distinction 
between Christianity and all other 
religions, and argues that if “John the 
Baptist, Isaiah, Daniel, Abraham, 
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Noah and Abel were not Christians, 
then they were idolaters, or deists, or 
the followers of some other false man- 

made religion or philosophy.” 

Distinguishing between false and 

true Judaism, he declares that “Juda- 

ism of Christ’s day is actually the 
Christianity of today.” Since there 
were many who worshiped God ac- 
cording to Judaism in all sincerity, the 
Church in the day of Christ numbered 
“several million people.” While the 
apostle Paul might “well call him his 
son in the faith ... Timothy was con- 
verted to the faith of Christ long be- 
fore Paul saw him.” 

The proposition is based upon the 
belief that the Christ is timeless. This 
is readily acknowledged. Christ was 
the eternal Logos, but it is confusing 
to speak of Christ as “a Saviour who 
was in existence in Old Testament 
times,” to emphasize that He was a 
“present Saviour,” and later to write 
about the belief of the Jews in that 
“Christ who was stil! in prospect.” 

The author tries to squeeze eternity 
into time, and to interpret eternity by 
time. He deemphasizes the entrance 
of the eternal into time in the person 
of Jesus Christ. While there is much 
area of agreement in strict definitions, 
it appears that this over-emphasis 
tends to make the issue confusing to 
our finite, time-conscious minds. 

This volume is the fruit of much 
thought, and the strong conviction of 
the author, but he fails to convince. 
Words fall upon words, arguments pile 
upon arguments, until the impression 
grows that this is indeed a polemic. 
But what has been proved? Many 
readers will agree with the facts, but 
disagree with the conclusions drawn 
from the strange mustering of these 
facts.—Irvine Robertson

T°? one five-year-old boy in our 
church, each day arrives with a 
question: “Mom,” he queries, “is this 
a school day or a children’s church 
day?” So enthusiastic is he over the 
special church for him and his friends, 
that Sunday is marked off from the 
rest of the week by his favorite habit 
~attending children’s church. 

From many other children in our 
church—the South Seventh Street 
Baptist Church in Springfield, Illinois 
—we’ve received a similar response. 
“They just can’t wait for Sunday to 
come around,” one mother reported 
about her two sons. 

Each Sunday forty to sixty children 
between four and eleven pack the tiny 
children’s chapel for their worship 
service. There, on a level which they 
can understand, they learn to worship 
the Lord. 

The service runs much like the 
adult service in the sanctuary, with 
the doxology, Scripture reading, 
morning prayer, announcements, of- 
fering, “sermons” and closing hymn. 
The order of service is printed on a 
special bulletin, and the children con- 
duct parts of the service. They have 
duties such as ushering, leading the 
singing, praying and helping the 
speaker present a visual sermon.

church so popular and, at the same 
time, a profitable worship experience? 
Our children’s church did not just fall | 
into place. Two of our women who | 
had both training and experience sat | 
down to organize the venture and_/| 
came up with a set of “shoulds”: 
First, we felt, children’s church 
should not be an extended Sunday 
school hour. It should be a worship 
service held at the same time as the 
adult service, and including all the | 
elements of an adult worship service, | 
though geared to a child’s level. 
Children should participate as much 
as possible. We wanted to make it| 
their church service. 
The different parts of the service | 
should be short and pointed, rather | 
than long and drawn out. Remem-| 
bering the short attention span of 
children this age, we decided on two 
sermons instead of one. Both ser- 
mons, we felt, should have eye-catch- 
ing as well as ear-catching interest. 
Ages of the young worshipers 
should run from four to ten, but we 
set the limit loosely rather than make | 
it a hard and fast rule.

Now they remem- | 
ber the missionaries they’ve heard, or 
the expansion program or a sick mem- 
ber of their own group. One young- 
ster recently prayed for the request | 
of a medical missionary that “the Lord 
would make the people’s eyes better 
in Africa.” 

With the music and the sermons 
geared to their levels, the gospel en- 
ters their hearts and minds more 
easily and questions are more easily 
answered.

The Lord of Life and Death 
John 11:17-27, 38-44 
MEMORY SELECTION: I am the 


resurrection, and the life: he that be- 
lieveth in me, though he were dead, 
yet shall he live: And whosoever liveth 
and believeth in me shall never die. 
Believest thou this?—John 11:25, 26. 


Keep in Mind 

1. Three visits to the home in 
Bethany are recorded. On each occa- 
sion Mary is found at Jesus’ feet. In 
Luke 10:38-42 she is sitting at Jesus’ 
feet, learning of Him. In our lesson 
she falls at Jesus’ feet, a submissive 
suppliant. In John 12:1-8, she is kneel- 
ing at Jesus’ feet as a worshiper, 
anointing them with oil and wiping 
them with her hair. 

2. Why did Jesus tarry two days in 
Transjordia after receiving word of the 
illness of Lazarus (v.6) ? It was no lack 
of love, for verse 5 specifically affirms 
His love for the members of that 
household. Yet the delay was deliber- 
ate. It is evident from verse 17 that 
going to Bethany immediately upon 
receiving the word would not have 
got Jesus there before the death of 
Lazarus. The explanation must be in 
verse 4. The glory of God was better 
served by the raising of Lazarus on 
the fourth day after death, and there 
is no doubt that the blessing to all 
concerned was richer than if they had 
been exempt from that period of 
mourning. “He hath done all things 
well.” 


Consider These Points 

1. The Saviour’s Instruction (vv. 
20-27). Martha first repeated the well- 
rehearsed phrase, “If thou hadst been 
here, my brother had not died.” Jesus 
then elicited from her all she knew 
and believed of hope beyond the 
grave. It all centered for her upon “the 
last day.” Jesus then taught her the 
great lesson that the believer’s hope 
must not be focused on a day, even the 
last day, but on a person, and that 
person Himself. “I am the resurrec- 
tion and the life.” Death is ruled out 
in His presence. Dying in faith is dying 
to live more fully, and living in faith 
is to be deathless. A wonderful appli-

cation of this will appear at the Rap- 
ture, when “the dead in Christ shall 
rise first: then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught up to- 
gether with them ... and so shall we 
ever be with the Lord” (I Thess. 
4:16, 17). 

2. The Saviour’s Emotion (vv. 33- 
37). Mary came next, repeating the 
rehearsed statement. The reaction of 
Jesus to Mary was different. Instead 
of calm instruction, there was deep 
emotion. First there was indignation. 
The groaning here mentioned means 
literally snorting in anger. What an- 
gered Him? Was it the wailing of the 
professional mourners? Or was it not 
rather the sight of all the havoc which 
sin has wrought in our human race? 
Then there was agitation. He “was 
troubled,” or rather “troubled him- 
self.” Jesus could not be complacent 
in the presence of human sorrow. He 
must do something about it. Finally 
there was compassion, expressed in a 
flood of tears. The Jews rightly at- 
tributed them to love, but wrongly 
attributed them to impotent love. 
They had seen Him heal sick people, 
but here was love helpless in the face 
of death! So they thought. 

3. The Saviour’s Operation (vv. 38- 
44). Our Lord issued three commands. 
The first and third were to the attend- 
ants, the second to the dead man. With 
several strong men around, there was 
no need for a miracle to get the stone 
moved from the entrance to the cave. 
Likewise there was no need for a 
miracle to have the grave-wrappings 
removed. But it took a miracle to bring 
the dead man alive from the tomb. So 
in the spiritual miracles of conversion, 
God uses human instrumentality in 
preparation and follow-up, but the 
miracle of salvation is always His 
alone. Notice that even the Saviour, as 
the Son of man, acknowledged the 
Father in the mighty work. How much 
more should we recognize that it is not 
of us.

1. Our hope is not in future events, 
but in the living Lord of life. 

2. There is a holy anger which is 
fully compatible with divine compas- 
sion.

they were permitted. Such were gen- 
erally referred to as proselytes of the 
gate. Those who went all the way 
were proselytes of righteousness. 


Consider These Points 


1. Jesus faces a crisis (vv. 20-23). 
The coming of the Greeks to Philip 
with their request to be introduced to 
Jesus deeply stirred our Lord. He had 
come not “but unto the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel” (Matt. 15:24). He 
was “a minister of the circumcision for 
the truth of God” (Rom. 
same time He was the Saviour of the 
world, the Son of man. He knew that 
the time of break-through from the 
narrower confines of ministry to Israel 
to the wider embrace of all men would 
come, but only in the Father’s time 
and the Father’s way. The request of 
the Greeks was a harbinger of that 
day. Jesus realized that that baptism 
which would release Him from these 
straitened circumstances was at hand 
(Luke 12:50). 

2. Jesus enunciates a law (vv. 24- 
26). These few Greeks were promise 
of a great gentile harvest. But sowing 
comes before reaping and death be- 
fore the springing of life. Not without 
the deep baptism of the Cross, the 
bath of death, could He reach out to 
all the world and reap the harvest of 
redeemed men. So He likened Himself 
to the grain of wheat which must fall

Here is 
the soul profoundly perturbed, here 
the cry for deliverance, followed im- 
mediately by the determined submis- 
sion to whatever will glorify the 
Father. “This hour” was the very rea- 
son for His coming into the world, and 
no consideration of personal sacrifice 
must interfere with the fulfilment of 
the Father’s purpose. 
submission brought the voice of com- 
mendation from heaven, as on other 
occasions. 

4. Jesus celebrates a triumph (vv. 
25-33). Having again embraced the 
Cross despite its horror, Jesus is now

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occupied with its triumph. For the | 


powers of darkness it spells irrevoca- 
ble judgment, but it establishes an in- 
strument of salvation for all the world. 
By the Cross the break-through would 
come, till men of every tribe 
tongue and race would be echoing the 
words of these few Greeks — “we 
would see Jesus.” And He would re- 
ceive them, for “him that cometh to 
me I will in no wise cast out” (John 


6:37).

With all honor for 
those who so believe, I am unable to 
accept this interpretation of the inci- 
dent. It was an example rather than 
an ordinance. When Bishop Handley 
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aged General Booth’s heavy boots and 
replace them with comfortable slip- 
pers, he was acting in keeping with the 
example of his Master and Lord. If the 
circumstances call for actual feet- 
washing, as in the incident of our les- 
son, we shall wash feet. But sometimes 
following our Lord’s example may 
mean washing floors or dishes, or do- 
ing some other lowly task for the well- 
being of a fellow-Christian. 

3. Application (vv. 34, 35). We re- 
member that it was His love to the 
uttermost which induced our Lord to 
stoop to the task of washing the dis- 
ciples’ feet. Now He turns the example 
into a command—“that ye love one 
another.” If we love as He loved, we 
shall act as He acted. That is the hall- 
mark of discipleship. This is what 
Archbishop Ussher called the eleventh 


commandment, and the apostle Paul 
calls it “the fulfilling of the law” 
(Rom. 13:10). 


Apply These Truths 


1. Love’s dimensions are measured 
by its power to stoop. 

2. The value of knowledge is deter- 
mined by action (v. 17).

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The Promise of the Spirit 


John 14:1, 15-27 
MEMORY SELECTION: If a man

Keep in Mind 

Chapters 14-16 of John’s Gospel 
have been significantly termed The 
Holy of Holies. Along with the closing 
verses of chapter 13, they preserve for 
us the last discourse of the Saviour to 
the apostolic band before His suffer- 
ings. Here, more intimately than any- 
where else, His heart is unveiled. 
Judas the traitor has gone out to ac- 
complish his nefarious deed, and with 
great tenderness and freedom, yet 
with divine firmness and dignity, our 
Lord prepares this little group for the 
coming tragedy which was to turn to 
triumph and provide them with a gos- 
pel for the whole world. The entire 
discourse is usually referred to as the 
Upper Room Discourse, but it is evi- 
dent from 14:31 that only part of it 
was spoken in the upper room. The 
remainder doubtless was spoken as 





they walked to Gethsemane. Do not 
miss the dialogue character. The oc- 
casional interruptions by some of the 
disciples, especially in the earlier part, 
are significant of their thinking. This 
aspect I have tried to bring out in my 
Devotional Commentary on St. John’s 
Gospel. 


Consider These Points 


1. The Mark of Love (vv. 15, 21, 23). 
It is evident that the atmosphere of 
the upper room was heavy with grief. 
All that Jesus said about His going 
away distressed this little group of de- 
voted men. True, He kept telling them 
not to let their hearts be troubled, but 
how could men who loved Him, and to 
whom He had become their very life, 
be anything but troubled? Here, then, 
the Lord began to insist that the test 
of love is not grief and lamentation 
over His departure, but obedience. 
Three times over in the few 
which constitute our lesson this mark 
of love is emphasized. Now obedience 
is not the mark of love in every rela- 
tionship. For instance, a husband does 
not express his love for his wife by 
obedience, even as Christ does not 
express His love for the church by 
obeying the church. But a wife’s love 
is expressed by obedience, according 
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| without obedience.

prior to our love (I John 4:19), yet 
here the divine love seems to be con- 
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| tingent upon our love (vv. 21, 23). 
| There must surely be various aspects 
of the divine love. There is His com- 
| passionate love for the sinner, such as 
|is declared in John 3:16 and Romans 
5:8, and His complacent love for His 
own children, which responds to our 
love. We shall not forget that our love 
to Him is the work of the Holy Spirit 
(Rom. 5:5), and it meets with a return 
of love which carries untold blessing. 

(a) We have the promise of the di- 
vine presence. Our Lord speaks of the 
coming and the abiding of “another 
Comforter,” one who would be to His 
disciples what He Himself had been. 
This one is the Holy Spirit, who has 
aptly been called “Christ’s other self.” 
But Christ’s own presence is likewise 
promised (vv. 18-20). We are not 
bereft of Him. Still further, this divine 
presence is the presence of the Father 
(v. 23). The Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Spirit dwell with him in whom is 
love. The indivisibility of the Holy 
Trinity should teach us this, but here 
it is categorically stated for us. 

(b) We have the promise of divine 
illumination. The other Comforter is 
the Spirit of truth, coming with a 
threefold mission of illumination—to 
bring to remembrance (v.26), to 
teach all things (v.26 and 16:13), and 
to show things to come (16:13). Many 
have seen in this an outline of the New 
Testament, and certainly the Holy 
Spirit teaches us all these from the 
Word. Our Lord tells us also that the 
fruit of love is knowledge of the mys- 
terious divine relationships (v.20), be- 
cause He will manifest Himself to us. 





Apply These Truths 

1. Love is the key to the treasure- 
house of God. 

2. The measure of our love is not the 
volume of our singing, but the extent 
of our obedience.

Before you give ahasty answer, think for a moment of 

the number of versions and translations 

in use today among the Christians you 

know, as compared with the number used ten years ago. 
And second, consider the fact that still other 

translations and versions are scheduled to appear 

during the next five years, one as early as next month. 


What are some of the things to watch for 

in this field during the next five years? Briefly they are: 

1. Publication of a New English translation, the New Testament 
portion of which is scheduled for release next month. 


Release of a New American Standard Version 
based on the American Standard Version of 1901. 


3. A sharp increase in the number of publishers producing 
the controversial Revised Standard Version. °

Version? In the long run this will 
probably depend on Bible readers. 
Publishers anticipate that several if

publish this version as long as it is in 
demand. A case in point is the deci- 
sion of Oxford University Press not 
only to bring out the new 
Scofield Reference Bible (to be re- 
leased in 1963) but also the Scofield 
Reference Bible in its present form. 
This popular reference Bible, of 
course, employs the King James text. 

What versions will Christians be 
using by 1970? Only time will tell. 
But in the final analysis, you, the Bible 
reader, hold the answer.

THE IDEAL LIFE 


Hi! 

Let me tell you about a youth meet- 
ing which took place not too long ago. 
“What,” asked the speaker, “makes 
us so energetic, so full of youthful 
spirit and so courageous at all times?” 
The answer, he replied, “has nothing 
to do with the quantity we eat, or the 
wages we are paid.” 

Then he challenged his hearers to 
find a more ideal spiritual life through 
austerity and sacrifice and self-denial. 
“The ideal life,” he said, “consists in 
the have-nots having less still.” 

As a result of his speech, a news- 
paper reported that the students 
gladly abandoned their vacation plans. 
“As energetic as tigers,” the report 
went on, “they ran to and fro, pushing 
carts with loads of more than 1,000 
pounds, their sweat pouring to the 
ground in rivulets.” 

By now you probably suspect some- 
thing fishy —and you’re right. This 
youth meeting took place in Red 
China, and the speaker was a senior 
Communist Party secretary. 

But the message sounds vaguely 
familiar—ideal spiritual life . . . sacri- 
fice . . . self-denial. Isn’t this what the 
Bible talks about and what your par- 
ents, pastor and youth leader con- 
stantly proclaim? Yes, it is. But there 
is one big difference. 

While the Communists challenge 
their young people to self-denial, they 
offer nothing in its place which will 
satisfy the individual. When they 
speak of sacrifice, they set forth no 
personal substitute. 


But this is not what Christianity 
teaches. When the Christian young 
person denies self, he has something 
much better to take its place—Jesus 
Christ. Paul wrote, “I am crucified 
with Christ, nevertheless I live; yet 
not I, but Christ liveth in me...” 
Notice the contrast here. “Not I, but 
Christ.” 

John the Baptist had the same idea. 
When he said, “I must decrease,” he 
prefaced his remark with, “He must 
increase.” 

Did the Lord say, “If any man will 
come after me, let him deny himself 
and take up his cross”? Yes! But he 
went on to say, “and follow me.” 

An interesting comparison of be- 
liefs? Right! But more than that, this 
should show up in our lives. Rather 
than think of Christianity as a way 
of life (and sometimes a rather nega- 
tive way), our friends should see that 
our faith is in a person—Jesus Christ 
—who satisfies. When we are faced 
with temptation or sacrifice or loss, 
rather than feel as though the bottom 
has dropped out and left a great big 
hole in our lives, we should know the 
joy of Jesus Christ coming in and 
filling the gap. 

Jesus Christ demands just as much 
in the way of self-denial as Khrush- 
chev or Mao Tse-tung, but the secret 
is that he has not only set the exam- 
ple and now gives us the strength to 
deny self, but he offers us something 
positive to replace self—a life of per- 
fect peace in Him. R.W.

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Q. I am a new Christian and have 
been told that I should give up my un- 
saved friends and spend time with Chris- 
tian young people. I would like to do 
this, but I do not feel at home around 
Christians. My past is full of bad things 
and I guess I just don’t feel good enough 
to associate with them. What should 
I do? 


A. You have been given some good 
advice about spending time with 
Christians, and if you are to develop 
and mature spiritually, it is important 
that you face this problem squarely. 

Since your past seems to play an 
important part here, you need to put 
that where it belongs first. God’s 
Word tells us, “As far as the east is 
from the west, so far hath he removed 
our transgressions from us” (Ps. 
103:12). So, in the sight of God you are 
just as worthy as any other Christian. 

I realize it is possible to accept this 
truth intellectually and still not be 
able to use it emotionally in your life. 
There are some very practical helps 
you can use to counteract this feeling 
of inferiority. Give yourself a chance! 
Use every opportunity to spend time 
with Christians. Join a Sunday School 
class or a youth group. Go to their 
parties and enter into their activities. 
It might be hard at first, but stick with 
it for a while. You will find that much 
of the feeling of not being one of them 
will leave. Be friendly to them. Do 
not sit back expecting them to extend 
themselves to you. Remember, this 
feeling of strangeness is on your part, 
not on theirs, and it probably doesn’t 
even occur to them that you are any 
different from the rest. 

Just an added word of warning: Do 
not assume that you must not be 
friendly at all with non-Christians. 
This is a mistake. Spend some time 
with them so long as you do not for- 
sake your own convictions, but do not

Q. I come from a Christian family 
and for the past few years (I am seven- 
teen now) there has been an awful lot 
of confusion in our home. My mother 
and dad argue a lot and we all seem to 
be drawn into it. As I remember back 
when I was younger we were very 
happy and I rarely heard an argument. 
Is there anything I can do about it? 

A. You have a tough problem on 
your hands. You are not in a position 
to take the initiative in this situation, 
but that does not mean that you can- 
not do something about it. Since this | 
friction has only come about in recent 
years, it would seem that something | 
could be wrong with your mother and 
dad which you do not understand. 
Maybe one of them is going through 
a physical problem. Perhaps there 
are financial burdens or worries re- 
garding business. Even though Chris- 
tian parents should be able to put 
problems where they belong, they are | 
human too, so give them the benefit of | 
the doubt and try to be understanding. 

Usually when confusion such as this 
hits a family, it affects all the mem- 
bers, so face yourself and be sure that 
you are not contributing to the prob- 
lem. It is good that you are con- 
cerned enough to want to do some- 
thing. 

Those are a few of the very prac- 
tical things you can do, but the most | 
important part you can play in 
straightening out the problem is to 
pray for your mother and dad. Re- 
member, God is not the author of con- 
fusion, and Satan will do his best to | 
bring friction and confusion to a | 
Christian home. While there may be 
one or many reasons for what is hap- 
pening in your home, the basic prob- 
lem is a spiritual one, and that is the 
place to start to bring about a change.

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A set of rules? A ritual? No! Christianity is a reality. 


Franky, going to church is a bore,” 

he told me. He was a sharp, keen 
high school junior, simply giving vent 
to a view held in common by many of 
his crowd. “There are so many other 
things to do on Sunday morning—like 
sleeping. Besides, when I do go I 
don’t understand what they’re talking 
about. I wish my folks would just let 
me forget the whole business!” 

His eighth-grade brother summed 
it up more simply, “I just don’t get 
nuthin’ out of church!” 

Sound like a familiar tale of woe? 

Let’s be fair and look at the other 
side. While you may be quite eager 
to pass up the services of your church 
for an extra hour in bed, there are 
millions of teenagers across the world 
who can’t worship freely at all. Per- 
haps if we lived behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, or in Red China, or Spain, or cer- 
tain parts of South America and saw 
our churches closed, our preachers 
imprisoned and our Bibles burned, 
we'd put a higher value on religious 
freedom. The fastest way to lose a 
freedom—including freedom of wor- 
ship—is to take it for granted or not 
use it at all. 

True as this may be, it doesn’t budge 
many kids. They still look at church- 
going as a waste of time or, at best, a 
polite going along with a family tradi- 
tion which is far removed from the 
pattern of their daily lives. 


+ Forcive my enthusiasm, but I found 
as a highschooler that church can be 
inspiring, helpful, decidedly interest- 
ing and even enjoyable—if you know 
the secret that makes it that way. 

Here’s what I’m getting at. Suppose 
I handed you a copy of the annual of 
a high school you never heard of and 
suggested you read it. Chances are 
you'd quickly scan it, glance at an in- 
teresting feature or two and quickly 
cast it aside. You know why? Simple! 
You don’t know the kids. 

On the other hand, you can hardly 
wait to see the next issue of your own 
high school annual to read it eagerly 
page by page, looking for familiar 
faces (your own first), events you 
remember and events of which you 
were a happy part. 

The difference then is knowing the 
people it’s all about. The same thing 
is true of the Bible and of church. 
You'll get something from them when 
you know the person they’re about— 
Jesus Christ. 

Sunday morning the congregation 
sings “He walks with me, and He talks 
with me, and He tells me I am His 
own’”’—a little stale if He has never 
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walked and talked with you. You 
drop in on Youth for Christ and the 
gang is echoing “Christ for me”—and 
it isn’t Christ for you. Sunday night 
the crowd eagerly proclaims “He lives 
within my heart”—and He doesn’t live 
in yours. No wonder you don’t get 
anything out of the services! 


+ To many kids Jesus Christ is just 
another figure in history ... a great 
man... a noble teacher .. . a fine 
philosopher . . . an over-eager reli- 
gious zealot who came to a sad end on 
a Roman cross. Let’s face it—it’s a 
little hard to get worked up over Him 
if that’s all He is.

But take a second look. In the Bible 
He made some claims far beyond those 
ideas. He said, “He that has seen me 
has seen the Father” (God) (John 
14:9). “Iam the Way, the Truth, and 
the Life; no man cometh unto the 
Father but by me” (John 14:6). 


The claims of Jesus Christ are big 
claims. He says that He is God, and 
the only way to the truth of God. 
What can He produce to back up those 
statements? There’s nothing worse 
than a man going around bragging 
about what he is or what he can do 
and then not being able to produce the 
goods. (For example, what’s more 
fun than after hearing a guy brag 
what his car will do in a quarter, to 
see somebody come along and wipe 
him off the map?) 

What supports Christ’s claim to be- 
ing the divine Son of God, and part of 
a Godhead consisting of the Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit? 


+ First, He hit history with such an 
impact He split it in two! Even an 
atheist is forced to date his letters so 
many years after the coming of Christ. 

Second, many details of His birth, 
life and death were foretold hundreds 
of years before His arrival. If God 
was sending His Son into the world, 
the least He could do would be to 
announce He was coming—and this 
He did! All through the Old Testa- 
ment full details are given on the 
coming of the Saviour of the world— 
material written many hundreds of 
years before Christ came! 

Then, in the New Testament, you 
can read how Christ came, lived, 
ministered and died, all as exactly 
foretold! Now try this on Mohammed 
—who foretold his coming? Buddha— 
who predicted where he would be 
born? Confucius—who described cen- 
turies before the manner of his death? 
Christ didn’t just arrive on the scene 
and announce, “Listen to Me.” He 
was expected! This fact singles Him 
out from every other religious leader 
the world has ever produced! 

Third, He came into the world to 
die. Every other religious leader 
came, lived, taught, and died and that 
was the end of him. Death inter- 
rupted their careers, but not so with 
Christ. If He had been a mere man, 
His death would have been a tragedy: 
being God, it became a victory. If He 
had been merely human, the cross 
would have been a bitter scaffold; as 
God, it became a world-wide attrac- 
tion! 


+ FINALLY, His life—marked as it was 
by wise teaching, healing the sick and 
raising the dead—does not fit the pat- 
tern of just a good man. Good men 
don’t lie! Christ claimed to be God in 
the flesh, and if He wasn’t exactly 
what He claimed to be, then He cer- 
tainly wasn’t a good man, but a knave,

Christian, Live TRIUMPHANTLY

HAT girl must be a Christian,” said 
one of the passengers in the car. 


ee 


passed a well-known Bible school. 


But there was enough truth in it for 


it to leave a rather bitter taste. 

Why do some Christian kids look 
defeated, joyless? 
What answer do you give to that ques- 
tion, I wonder? 

Why do so many of us seem unable 
to cope with the varied circumstances 


| of life? When we find ourselves in a 


boring job, when we face financial 
difficulties, when we have to cope with 
physical and mental weariness, when 
our studies seem too difficult for us, 
when we don’t know the way to take 
why do we so easily collapse spir- 
itually instead of triumphing as the 
Bible says we should? 

Make no mistake about it: Chris- 
tianity stands or falls at this point. If 
the Christian cannot triumph at all 
times, he might as well not triumph at 
all! If Christ is only sufficient for our 
easy days, He is not sufficient, period! 

Let us consider together what the 
Bible says about this. We will need 
to take two months on the subject, for 
it is vitally important to the life and 
witness of each one of us. This month 
we will see that triumph is God’s will 
for us in circumstances of all kinds; 
next month we will try to see in the 
Scriptures some of the ways in which 
this can be realized in our experience. 

Many of us are not impressed by 
mere theory in matters of this kind; 
we want to see how the triumph works 
out in practice. That is why we are 
going to take from our Bibles actual 





| stories of one servant of God who 
| lived triumphantly. The circumstances 


are very varied. See if you can find 
your own among them. 

There is triumph over personal in- 
adequacy. Some of us are troubled 
by physical inadequacies: a weak 
body, unattractive appearance, poor 
voice and so on. We feel our handi- 
caps are too great for us to cope with. 

Do you realize that all his life the 
apostle Paul struggled against over- 
whelming physical defects? Look at 


II Corinthians 10:10 and see what his 
opponents said about his body. His 
was evidently no powerful masculine 
physique! What did they say about 
his abilities as a speaker? What word 
did they use? 

This was not just the spite of Paul’s 
enemies. They were quite prepared 
to admit, on the other hand, that he 
was a most powerful letter writer 
(beginning of the verse). No, they 
were quite right in what they said 
about his body and his speech. Notice, 
though, at the beginning of verse 7, 
what Paul accuses them of looking at. 

In what physical condition had Paul 
preached the gospel in Galatia? For 
the answer see Galatians 4:13. You 
will see a hint of the nature of his 
affliction in verse 15. What did the 
Galatians wish they were able to do? 
So what was Paul’s trouble? It was 
evidently a most serious condition for 
them to have wished for such a radical 
remedy. 

Can you imagine what it must have 
been like for Paul to carry afflictions 
like this with him in all his travels, 
meetings, imprisonments? Imagine 
him trying to write painfully letter by 
letter this very epistle. Look at chap- 
ter 6:11. It should be translated more 
accurately: “See with what large 
letters I have written...” Paul wrote 
with the large lettering characteristic 
of the nearly blind. 

In II Corinthians 12:7 Paul speaks 
of a “thorn in the flesh” which Satan 
used to torment him. This may have 
been his blindness, though many com- 
mentators believe that it was a further 
affliction, perhaps malaria or some 
other recurring sickness which was 
liable at any time to strike him down 
on his journeys. 

What did Paul do about it? See 
verse 8. How many times? What did 
he ask? Isee in this verse an echo of 
the threefold prayer of agony uttered 
by Christ in Gethsemane. Paul cried 
to God for physical deliverance, and it 
was a prayer of agony. 

What answer was he given? Verse 9. 
At first it seems a cruel answer. God 
refused to act. But it led Paul to the 
astounding triumph of verse 10—a 
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triumph he would never have known 
otherwise. Put in your own words 
Paul’s great discovery. 

Write down the last nine words of 
verse 10. They are the secret of Paul’s 
triumph over physical inadequacy. 
Have you in your own personal expe- 
rience begun to understand their 
meaning? 

Paul’s enemies looked on the out- 
ward appearance—and mocked. Paul 
felt the surge of spiritual victory 
within—and triumphed! 

For a further list of Paul’s infirm- 
ities (is yours among them?) turn 
back to 11:23-28. Then see his glori- 
ous triumph in verse 30. What does 
he glory in?—do you? 

There is triumph over unfavorable 
circumstances. The satanic blows that 
were rained upon Paul did not all 
arise from his own infirmities. There 
was also the constant mental attack of 
circumstances. 

Think, for example, of the sheer 
pressure of the life he had to lead. 
You had some idea of this from the 
verses in II Corinthians 11 which we 
have just looked at. What was with 
him constantly, for example (v. 28)? 
Concern for all the converts, the 
young churches, was a burden which 
never left him. 

Then there were, besides the thou- 
sands of miles of traveling under con- 
ditions inconceivable today, the dis- 
appointments. His beloved Galatian 
converts, for whom he had suffered so, 
had been led astray into heresy. Feel 
the mental intensity and strain that 
run through the whole Galatian 
epistle. How does Paul express his 
feelings in chapter 4:19? What im- 
agery does he use? Feel the anguish 
that breathes in chapter 3:1—the dis- 
appointment at their spiritual wander- 
ings mingled with a fear that they will 
never find the way back to Christ. 

Second Timothy gives a graphic de- 
scription of his imprisonment in Rome, 
on trial for his life. In chapter 4:16 
he refers to the first hearing of his 
case; how many of his fellow-Chris- 
tians were present to support him? 
What does he pray? There is no hint 
of self-pity here—only concern for 
those who had failed the test. 

Paul, in prison, deprived of his coat 
(v. 13) with winter coming on (v. 21), 


forsaken by his friends, surrounded by | 


his enemies, likely on any day to be 
carried off to his execution, can yet 
rejoice triumphantly. What is his 
confidence in verse 18? What does he 
give to the Lord? 

Christian young people! Until you 
know Christ as the all-sufficient One, 
you do not really know Him. Until 
you have an unfading radiance, you do 
not know the “life more abundant” 
which He came to bring. END
